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Explosion Of West Newton Still 

Kills Six, And Injures Several 

Two-Story Building On Lexington Street Entirely Demol- 
ished by Blast and Resulting Fire 


At 3:15 Monday afternoon the two 
story cement-block building at (53 to 
(57 Lexington street, West Newton, at 
the corner of Rumford avenue, was 
blown to fragments In an explosion 
that shook buildings within a radius 
of a mile and scattered pieces of de- 
bris for hundreds of feet. imme- 
diately following the ' explosion the 
ruins hurst into intense flames and 
although the Newton and Waltham 
(ire departments were quickly on the 
scene it was an hour later before the 
lire had been drowned out by thou- 
sands of gallons of water which were 
poured into the smoking mass. In 
the explosion and the resultant fire 
six persons lost their lives. 

'hie building was owned by Frank 
Gorgone, who conducted a grocery 
btore at G3 Lexington street. A sec- 
ond store at (55 Lexington street had 
been occupied until the first of this 
month by the Eastern Curtain Com- 
pany. conducted by Timothy O’Calla- 
han of Adams avenue. West Newton. 
Several weeks ago the curtain com- 
pany moved to another location near- 
jby on Rumford avenue. At 67 Lexing- 
ton street was an entrance leading up 
to the second floor where Gorgone and 
his family resided. Gorgone and his 
wife had eight children: Grace 13, 
Carmel la 11, Rose 10, Frances and 
Josephine, twins, 9 years old, Ange- 
line G, Helen 1, and Salvatore 10 
months old. Rose Gorgone is visiting 
an aunt in New York. Those at home 
when the explosion occurred wer- 
Grace, the oldest child, who was a 
pupil in the Levi Warren Junior High 
School, Helen, and the baby. The 
first two were victims of the tragedy. 
The baby was rescued by the father. 
The other four girls were in school 
when the explosion happened. 

When the explosion took place at 
3:15 the large cement blocks forming 
the structure were blown out and frag- 
ments of the woodwork of the build- 
ing were hurled for a long distance. 
The wide intersection of Lexington 
and River streets, commonly known as 
“Nightcap Corner” was littered with 
pieces of the buildings, fruits and gro- 
ceries from Gorgone’s store and bits 
of furniture. Windows in neighboring 
houses and in the store of Vincenzo 
Caterino across the street were shat- 
tered. Some of the stoek on the 
shelves in Caterino’s store was 
knocked off the shelves, a bottle hit- 
ling the proprietor and cutting his 
face. Frank Maloney, 13, the son of 
Patrolman Francis Maloney of 77 Lex- 
ington street, was crossing the street 
nearby carrying a bottle of milk. He 
was thrown to the ground and the bot- 
tle broken by a flying piece of metal. 
Automobiles at a considerable dis- 
tance were lifted from the street, so 
terrific was the blast. 

About a hundred yards away a large 
5-ton truck of the Newton Street De- 
partment was dumping ashes on a va- 
cant lot next to the Costello house. 
Rev. William T. O’Brien of St. Ber- 
nard's Church had just passed by the 
Gorgone building. When the explo- 
sion occurred the clergyman and the 
crew on the ash truck rushed to the 
scene. The city employees were

nantum. Thomas Shaughnessy and 
James English of Gardner street, 
Newton, and Peter Marchant of Pearl 
street, Newton. Marchant ran to- 
wards P’lre Alarm Box 321 at River 
and Lexington streets and the others 
rushed to the building. They found 
that the walls had been blown *oul 
and (he roof and floors had collapsed. 
Already the front of the building and 
the side next to a frame house at 71 
Lexington street, occupied by Carl 
Pulsifer and family, belched flames. 
The second floor rear of the building 
had sagged down to the level of a ga- 
rage owned by Gargone and located 
Immediately at the rear of the shat- 
tered structure. Pinned by debris 
here as he attempted to escape was 
Frank Gorgone, the owner of the 
building. Already lie had been badly 
seared by t lie flames but he had man 
aged to seize his 10 months old son 
and struggle to the edge of the col 
lapsing structure before he was pinned 
down. Dezotell and Shaughnessy 
limbed to the flat roof of the garage, 
lifted the wreckage holding down Gor 
gone, and released him. The latter, 
frantic with pain and excitement 
started to hurl the baby to the ground. 
As tlie city employees were rescuing 
Gorgone. Father O’Brien and English 
had climbed to the top of the garage 
and helped the others in restraining 
Gorgone from throwing the child down 
and in assisting to take the man to 
(lie street where lie and the baby were 
rushed to the hospital in an automo- 
bile driven by Peter Haverty of River 
street, accompanied by Miss Ruth 
Ross, a district nurse, who happened 
to he nearby. As Gorgone was being 
rescued he shouted that his wife was 
in the building. 

Upon the arrival of the firemen a 
number of streams were poured on the 
flaming ruins from which a huge col- 
umn of smoke arose. Others of the 
firemen started in an endeavor to un- 
tangle the confused mass of wreckage. 
About 3:45 the mangled form of little 
Helen Gorgone was found under the 
debris at the very front of the store 
by Jim Bradley and Dick Coady of 
Ladder 3 and John Corcoran of Hose 
(5. About an hour later two bodies 
were recovered. The first was badly 
charred: it was later identified as that 
i f Thomas Gorgone of Waltham, a 
brother of Mrs. Gorgone, and the fa- 
ther of five children. The second 
body was that of Grace Gorgone 13, an 
it tractive girl, unusually large for her 
ige. At (5:30 the remains of Mrs. Gor- 
gone wore found. 

Shortly after ."> p. m. Agent Fred 
Rifssell of the Board of Health ar- 
rived at the scene of the explosion and 
inquired of bystanders if anyone had 
seen Leonard Jackson, Inspector in 
the Health Department. Jackson was 
supposed to have been back at the 
Board of Health office in City Hall at 
I i). m. and when he had not arrived 
it 5 p. m., as tile office closed, Agent 
Russell went to the scene of the ox 
plosion thinking that his colleague 
might he among the hundreds of ape. 
tutors there. None of the persons 
.uestioned by Mr. Russell had seen 
Jackson. When 5:45 o’clock came and 
Jackson had not returned either t 
Ills office or to his home, Russell began 
to have a premonition that the inspu: 
(or might he a victim in the ruins. 
One of Jackson's duties was to visit 
grocery stores to get samples of milk. 
S » Russell returned to the scene of tlu 
atastrophe and enlisting the assist- 
ance of a policeman started a search 
or Jackson’s automobile. He soon 
ound it parked near the destroyed 
building and he became convinced that 
this subordinate must have met death 
in the explosion. Mr. Russell ac- 
quainted die firemen with his fear. 
As Itussoll was talking with the tire- 
men a body was found at 5:55. The 
body was taken to Cate’s morgue and 
on it was found an Elk’s card hearing 
Jackson's name.

Francesco Gorgone of 67 Lexington 
street, West Newton, in whoso premi- 
ses the terrible disaster of Monday oc- 
curred had been in the Newton Court 
several times for violations of the liq- 
uor laws. On December 1G, 1922, he 
tried on the charge of illegally 
selling liquor and fined $50. On Sep- 
tember (5, 1924, he was again found 
guilty in the Newton court of making 
an illegal sale of liquor, fined $100 
and sentenced to three months in the 
House of Correction. He appealed and 
when tried at the Superior Court in 
Cambridge on Jan. 12, 1925, Ills case 
was placed on file after he had paid 
$100 for expenses. The plea was made 
that he was the father of seven chil- 
dren, his wife was in poor health, and 
he promised never again to violate the 
liquor laws in any way. 

On October 20, 1925, after the polic 
had been trying to snare Gorgone for 
a long time they finally caught him 
both illegally transporting liquor and 
making a sale. With this evidence in 
their possession they obtained a war- 
rant to search his premises and in the 
garage at the rear of his house found 
a large still in operation. Many bot- 
tles, labels, and other articles used in 
liquor traffic were also found. A week 
later Gorgone was tried in the New- 
ton court on a number of charges and 
was found guilty on several counts. 

For illegally transporting liquor ho 
was sentenced to one , month in the 
House of Correction. For keeping and 
exposing intoxicating liquor for sale 
lu* was fined $250. For manufacturing 
liquor illegally lie was fined $500 by 
Judge Weston and sentenced to serve 
six months in the House of Correction. 

He appealed on all these fines and sen- 
tences. 

As a result of these appeals he was 
tried before the Superior Court at 
Cambridge on March 1, 192G. On the 
charge of illegally transporting liq- 
uor he pleaded guilty and on the rec- 
mmendation of the officer who had 
arrested him he was placed on proba- 
tion and charged $25 for expenses. On 
the charge or keeping and exposing 
liquor for sale he was fined $325. On 
the charge of illegally manufacturing 
liquor for which he had been fined 
$500 and sentenced to serve six months 
in jail by the judge in the Newton 
court, there was a directed verdict of 
“not guilty” by order of the judge who 
heard the case. 

Gorgone, who is a native of Mes- 
sina. Sicily, is 36 years of ago and has 
••esided in Newton for 23 years. He 
had worked at the trade of carpenter- 
ing and also conducted a small grocery 
store in t be building which was de- 
stroyed. The maiden name of his wife, 
who was killed in the disaster was I Boston with 
also Gorgone, and she, too, was a na- 
tive of Messina. When Gorgone's place 
was raided in 1925 and the still found 
in his garage, he claimed that he had 
rented the garage to others and did 
not know t be use to which it had 
been put. But the fact that the still 
was heated by a pipe running from a 
si emu heater in the cellar of Gor- 
gone’s building caused him to he found 
guilty in the Newton court. 

According to information given the 
Waltham police the still and vats 
which were found in the cellar of Gor- 
gone's ruined building had been 
stored previously in a yard on Pros- 
pect street, that city. It is supposed 
that they were taken dissembled to 
(lie cellar in the Lexington street 
structure within the past few weeks 
and there put together. It is reported 
that the oil burner for the heater 
which was attached to the still in Gor- 
gone's building was taken into the 
place only about a week before the 
explosion occurred. A person who 
passed the building a few minutes be- 
fore the blast smelled a strong odor 
-it alcohol coming from the building. 

The pedlar who was in Gorgone’s 
store just before the holocaust also 
smelled the fumes of the liquor.

Anothef one of the frequent at- 
tempts to annex Newton and many 
other suburbe to Boston was given a 
hearing at the State House on Wednes- 
day when a bill was discussed which 
was presented by Representative Mar- 
tin Hays of Allston at the instigation 
of William J. MacDonald. ;i well known 
real estate promoter of Boston. This 
bill would have the police and fire de- 
partments of towns and cities in 
Greater Boston consolidated with the 
Boston fire and police departments and 
the chiefs of the suburban forces 
would become subordinates of the Bos- 
ton chiefs. Those behind tills hill 
averred that it Is not intended as a 
step towards actual annexation, but 
it merely seeks to give Boston its pro- 
per standing as this country’s fourth 
largest city. 

Undoubtedly tills bill will meet with 
united opposition from the representa- 
tives from Newton in the Legislature 
as well as from the representatives of 
the other communities which would be | 
affected.

Leonard D. Jackson Laid To Rest 

With Impressive Military Service 

City Officials and Large Delegations From Elks And 
Legion Post Attend Funeral Yesterday Afternoon 


Leonard D. Jackson of 445 Crafts 
street, West Newton, inspector for the 
Newton Board of Health, met his 
death in the performance of his duty 
as a result of the terrific explosion in 
the Gorgone building on Lexington 
street, West Newton, on Monday after- 
noon. A couple of minutes before the 
tragedy occurred Jackson entered 
Gorgone’s grocery store to obtain a 
sample of milk for testing. Less than 
three hours later his torn and charred 
remains were tenderly lifted from the 
cellar of the ruined structure. 

Leonard D. Jackson was a direct ' 
descendant of John Jackson, the first 
permanent white settler in what is 
now the city of Newton. John Jack I 
son. who was a native of the Parish ; Robert Vachon 
of Stepney.

BROOKLINE GETS 
BREAKS TO LEAD 

IN FIRST MEET 


Graphic Ads Give Best Results

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| The first of the two dual meets he- 
| tween Newton and Brookline high 
j school track teams held at Newton 
I ville last Saturday furnished some 
surprising and unexpected results 
with the visitors getting a number of 
breaks to enable them to take the lead 
by a score of -12 to .‘IS. Prior to the 
meet Brookline’s chances were con- 
sidered slim hut incompetent judging 
in the dash, inability of Newton’s sec- 
ond best shotputter to equal his prac- 
tice marks, and an unfortunate tum- 
ble by Romaine Cole in the relay race 
gave Coach Hines lads the edge. For 
three years the two schools have held 
two indoor meets, one at Newtonville 
and the other at Brookline, the school 
scoring the greatest total of points In 
the two meets deciding the winner. 
Tomorrow Conch Enoch will take his 
runners and field event men over to 
the Wealthy Town team’s track in an 
effort to win. The orange and black 
athletes must win by more than seven 
points to annex the victory. 

In the meet at Newtonville Satur- 
day the first event was the hurdles in 
which the three finalists were Captain 
Eugene Record of Brookline and Ro- 
matne Cole and Edgar Warren of New- 
ton. As many local fans expected Cole 
breezed home the winner by a margin 
of nearly a yard over the Brookline 
leader, who is rated as a sterling per- 
former over the harriers. Warren was 
third. 

The finalists in the dash were Ro- 
maine and Fowler Cole of Newton and 
Chandler Hagenburger, Dick Werner. 
John Radaraeco and Melvin Linsky of 
Brookline. Badaracco won with Lin 
sky picked for second and Fowler 
Cole third. Romaine Cole, who was 
right behind Badaracco and a clear 
second, had been missed entirely by 
the judges, who, strange as it may 
seem, were in a poor position to select 
tlie finishers. This was the first break 
for Brookline. 

Considerable discussion arose fol 
lowing the GOO-yard run. the next 
event, which was scored as a clean 
sweep for Brookline with Record, Wer- 
ner and Rogers finishing in that or- 
der. Captain Malcolm Reed, Newton's 
best entry in this event, was humped 
and jostled around during the race 
several times while attempting to pass 
his rivals. For the greater part of 
the race the Newton runner was in 
third place but was nipped at the 
tape by Rogers. After the race New- 
ton’s claim that Reed was fouled was 
disallowed by the referee on the 
ground that the position of the men in 
the race did not change at the time 
the alleged foul was made. 

Kinraide of Newton won the broad 
jump as was expected with Prince of 
Brookline taking second and Fine of 
Newton third. The respective dis- 
tances of the point winners were 9 ft. 
10 1/2 in., 9 ft. 8 1/4 in., 9 ft. 5 3/4 in. 

The 300-yard run was called in three 
heats with the three best times to 
count in the point division. In the 
first heat Fowler Cole was pitted 
against the Brookline iron man, Eu 
gene Record. The red headed Brook- 
line star and Cole ran a beautiful race 
in 3G 3/5 seconds with the Newton lad 
breaking the tape inches ahead of his 
rival. Badaracco of Brookline fell on 
the second lap of the second heat 
which Earling Beairsto of Newton 
won in 37 1 3 seconds. The third 
heat saw Nathan Pearson of Newton 
and Freedman of Brookline as the en- 
trants. Pearson literally ran away 
with his rival and was clocked in 37 
seconds flat. Fowler Cole thus took 
lirst with Record second and Pearson 
third. 

Gatchell’s toss of 42 ft. 8 1/2 inches 
in the shot put gave him a lirst in 
the event. Carl Pescosolido, who made 
a mark of over 38 feet the previous 
week in the Brockton meet, was not 
up to form allowing Redmun and Fink 
of Brookline to finish second and third 
with puts of 37 ft. 11 inches and 37 
feet s inches respectively. 

With Brookline now leading 30 to 
24 Coach Enoch allowed Gatchell to 
enter the 1000-yard run in an effort 
to place. As was expected Jimmie 
McCrudden walked away with the 
event by over half a lap in 2 min. 
31 2/5 seconds. Gatchell stuck right 
behind the Newton star for three- 
fourths of the race but the pace was 
too great for him. Gatchell gave all 
he had to complete the race hut Jeweti 
and Rogers of Brookline passed him 
as he stumbled and fell on the next to 
the last lap. 

Edward Eberlharo won the high 
jump with a leap of 5 ft. 9 in. Prince 
of Brookline look second an inch 
lower while Kollmyer of Newton 
placed third with a leap of 5 ft. G in. 

Brookline was now’ hut two points 
ahead with the relay race yet to he 
run. Newton’s fastest four, Romaine 
Cole, Fowler Cole, Nathan Pearson 
and Malcolm Reed, went to the line 
against John Badaracco, Richard Wer- 
ner, Edwin Beck and Chandler Hagen- 
burger. Badaracco had the pole as 
he and Cole took off for the first hank 
Cole being on the outside had to take 
the hank high and as he did so tripped 
and fell. By the time he had gotten 
hack on his feet and into ills stride 
again the Brookline lead-off man bad 
a lead of twenty five yards. Fowler 
Cole sped after Werner and made up 
five yards of lost distance before touch- 
ing off Pearson. Pearson gained an 
other flvo yards on Beck. With fifteen 
yards separating the two anchor men, 
Rood of Newton and Hagenburger of 
Brookline, it was a foregone conclu- 
sion that Brookline had won the race. 
I But Reed, disappointed at the out- 
come of liis earlier race, was deter- 
mined to do his hit. Yard after yard 
he made up in the two laps to go and 
as lie came down off the last hank in?

During the month of December the 
record of attendance in tlie physical 
department alone was 4.327, an aver- 
age of 1GG a day. 710 different hoys 
and men participated in the activities, 
29 boys won the beginner’s pins for 
swimming, 5 won swimmer’s emblems, 
and many more increased their knowl- 
edge of swimming and life saving.

In Newton we see our own troubles 
more clearly than those of other sec 
tions. The mix-up at Governor Square, 
Boston, has proved to he a terrible 
handicap to the road and a burden and 
worse to the passengers that use the 
Commonwealth avenue and Lake 
street and the Newton and Watertown 
lines. And wo are only one of several 
ommunities which are in a similar 
predicament. 

I heard one man say, the other dav, 

I am going to tell them how to settle 1 
this Elevated problem." 

You should be able to," replied the 
ither, "you ride on the cars every ! 
day." 

That was intended ns a joke, hut 
the truth Is that many people have n 
silly notion that daily travel gives 
them knowledge. I say, let us as citi- 
zens leave it to the Governor and Leg- 
islature and hope for the best. 


1 LESS - ASHES ! 


A prominent State official recently 
said, "It would be a splendid thins 
if we could all speak the same lan- 
guage on the roads of Massachusetts!’ 
lie was talking about traffic signals 
at the time and his hope was for a 
uniform system for the benelit of all 
motorists. 

There is little doubt that such a 
thing is possible. Just how far it 
can he made to extend I do not know. 
With the conflicting local problems 
there is a limit. i mean by that, 
have we any right to expect much 
more than a code of signals that will 
he as well understood in Orleans as 
in Great Barrington or that the po- 
liceman in the square at Gilbertville 
will use the same gestures for the 
same purpose as the traffic cop at the 
corner of Dorchester avenue and 
Broadway, South Boston? 

I repeat my belief that this much 
is possible. It cannot he accom- 
plished in a short space of time, but 
something can he started in this di- 
rection and before a year has passed 
a uniform code would he at least es 
tahlished. 

t seems to me that it isn’t askin; 
too much of the police departments In 
Massachusetts cities and towns ti 
agree on the system of "stop" and 
"go” and "right" and "left” gestures. 
The chief trouble a driver encoun- 
ters nowadays is comprehending what 
the police officer has in his mind 
That muddle is due to the individual 
policeman and nobody else. 

One policeman will hold his arm 
up high where it is plainly visible to 
all drivers. His signals are made in 
a way that they cannot be misun 
derstood. Then yon will find another 
traffic officer who holds his arms close 
to his body, make his signals by turn- 
ini’ his wrists and leaves the driver 
nearly frantic trying to comprehend 
the big idea.

If the State will put through a 
scheme that will make detlnite the 
meaning of a policeman's signal no 
matter in what part of the State it 
is given, the motorists can afford to 
thank the ruling powers and congrat- 
ulate themselevs. How much further 
ran ‘this idea of uniformity he car- 
ried? Ah, that’s the question. 

A great deal is said these days 
about traffic experts. We used to hear 
a lot about efficiency experts. These 
latter, however, have blown up more 
or less. It doesn’t follow that traffl 
experts belong in the same class, but 
there’s no harm in mentioning them 
in the same paragraph. 

For my part I have been unable to 
understand how a stranger can walk 
into a town and straighten out their 
traffic problems for them. He may 
have an amazing educational back 
ground, may know the ins and outs of 
every make of automobile, may he the 
holder of all kinds of degrees from 
technical schools and institutes, hut 
how can he expect to grasp off-hand 
the mix-up in the square of a city 
which he has never seen before? 

What does an out-of-town expert or 
semi-expert know of local conditions? 
Blue prints, diagrams and whatnot 
may serve as a basis for theories, 
hut the practical working-out of a 
problem is quite another thing. It 
will always be impossible to get a per- 
fect set of traffic rules, even in New- 
ton where we have so many con- 
tributing ideas. Why pile on the 
complications by introducing some- 
body from the outside to make sug- 
gestions. 

Who knows better than the police- 
man whose duty it is to stand all day 
directing vehicles? lie can tell from 
which point comes the volume of traf 
tie and at what hours. I don’t say 
lie is the one who should decide, but 
ai least he should he consulted. But 
no, his superiors, heads of city de- 
partments and Aldermen, all join and 
consult an "expert” and then another 
set of rules is promulgated. 

Still, we are no worse and no bet- 
ter than any other community In this 
respect and with time and patience 
may expect things will he straight- 
ened-out to nearly everybody’s satis- 
faction. 

I had in mind a few things to write 
about the Boston Elevated, but It is 
only fair that l should refrain. This, 
me st anybody will agree, is the closed 
season for criticism of that road. The 
future of this venerable enterprise is 
the chief subject of concern for tin 
executive and legislative departments 
of State government and far ho it from 
me to venture any comment. 

J am well aware that most every- 
body olso has some ideas to offer. 
.Many appeared at the hearings recent- 
ly held at the State House. A good 
deal of invective was poured forth, 
together with a quantity of construc- 
tive criticism. The situation, however, 
is a serious one and isn’t to be dis- 
missed. as are many other measures 
in w before the General Court, with 
liie passage of a simple hill. 

As I see it the problem has many 
sides and all must he taken into con- 
sideration. More is involved than the 
more question of whether the public 
control period should he extended or 
the road returned to private manage- 
ment. There are numerous features 
such as rapid transit development 


As it happens I am not one of those 
who favor the extermination of dogs 
anu who feel that the present 90-day 
restraint law furnishes an opportunity 
to get rid of all of them. My sym- 
pathies are with the dogs but I try 
to maintain a judicial attitude in the 
situation with which we are confront- 
ed. 

I personally witnessed the "capture” 
of a dog running at large and the ex- 
perience convinced me that it is thu 
dog owners and not the officials, or 
dog-haters or even the dogs them 
selves that are open to criticism. 

This particular canine was of tip* 
sort commonly called a "police dog, 
hut which I am informed are really 
German sheep dogs. However, he was 
a large fellow, playful and friendly. 
Yet he was plainly "lost," He had 
been running around Nonantum 
square and other streets in that vi- 
cinity looking into the doorways and 
glancing at parked and moving auto- 
mobiles. To anybody with under- 
standing the animal was distressed be- 
cause he could not find his master or 
mistress. 

1 can testify that the police officer 
was alert but reasonable; that he 
knew tlie dog belonged to somebody 
and should have been restrained, but 
preferred to restore the dog to his 
owner rather than start the usual 
process of temporary restraint and im- 
pounding, to use the language of the 
statute. 

But the dog, clearly a valuable ani 
mal, had no license plate on his collar 
and therefore his ownership could not 
he determined. Of course the police 
officer “arrested” him as a matter of 
duty. I for one do not see how an 
owner, who cared so little for his dog 
that he failed to have his collar pro- 
vided with a license plate, has any 
kick coming. This poor, bewildered 
animal was better off in charge of the 
pound-keeper than dashing around the 
streets until somebody got an idea 
that he was suffering from rabies. 

Again let me say that the blame of 
a great deal of this whole situation 
should be placed upon the indifferent 
dog-owner for that is where it lie- 
longs.

OLD LANDMARK DISAPPEARS 

With the consummation this past 
week of the resale of the well known 
Bacon Estates ou Washington street, 
Newton Corner, the last old landmark 
In the business district of Newton 
lias disappeared.

FRANCONIA NOTCH. An appeal 
>nies from our own Mrs. Daniel M. 
Goodridge, chairman of Conservation, 
that tlie Clubwomen of Newton may 
he glad to heed, in fact, they should 
rally to tlie support of one of whom 
we are locally proud, and to tho res- 
cue of the project for which she ap- 
peals.

Franconia Notch is in danger of de- 
spoliation. Upon 6,000 acres owned and 
■a red for for many years by the Pro- 
tile and Flume Hotels Company, lum- 
ber companies have estimated the tim- 
ber with a view to sending it to the 
saw mill. Now that the hotels have 
burned down and will not lie rebuilt, 
it is natural that the splendid timber, 
untouched for fifty years, should ut 
tract furniture and paper makers. 

There are spots that should lie held 
sacred for recreation and scientific 
purposes. Wagon hubs are often made 
of elm timber, but wo do not cut our 
most beautiful trees In our streets in 
order to make wagon hubs, and so we 
should not permit to be cut off the 
forest surrounding the famous Profile, 
the "Great Stone Face" made famous 
by Nathaniel Hawthorne, James Rus 
sell Lowell, David Henry Thoreau and 
Daniel Webster. 

An effort is being made by the Wom- 
en’s Clubs of New Hampshire, in co- 
operation with tho Society for Pro- 
tection of New Hampshire Forests, to 
save tho Notch from destructive lum- 
bering. The present owners will dis- 
pose of the entire property for $400,- 
000, plus two years’ continued use of 
the concessions in tlie Notch during 
1928 ami 1929. Of this sum, the legis- 
lature of New Hampshire haB appro- 
priated $200,000, a sum equal to a con- 
tribution of 60c from every man, wom- 
an and child In that state. The heirs 
«>f the lute James J. Storrow of Boston 
have made available $luo,ooo for this 
purehaso, following a memorandum in 
Mr. Storrow’s will. Tho remaining 
$100,001) is being raised by popular 
subscription.

A TRIBUTE TO THE 

LATE C L FAVINGER 

A: the annual meeting of the Bow- 
doin Alumni Association, which was 
held las* week Wednesday at the Uni- 
versity Club. Mr. Ripley L. Dana made 
the following remarks in tribute to the 


Department. A crew of Water De 
partmont employees wore kept busy 
pumping the water from the cellar 
and largo flood lights loaned by the 
Waltham Wire Department illumin- 
ated the grim scene. As the work of 
removing the debris progressed the 
cause of the terrible explosion was 
revealed. In the rear of the cellar of 
tli(» Gorgone building on the side next 
to the Pulaifer house was a 5**0 gallon 
still Between it and the front of the 
cellar were three 1000 gallon mash 
tanks. Curiously enough these three 
large wooden tanks were practically 
intact. The force of the explosion 
had passed over them, in the cen 
tre of the cellar was an ordinary 
steam-heater such as is used in dwell- 
ings. Oil had been used to fuel it and 
the steam from it operated the big 
still. This heater had been torn 
from its foundation: its gauge regis- 
tered 25 pounds. The maximum pres- 
sure allowed by law on tills type of 
heater is 15 pounds; ordinarily the 
safety valves on such heaters “blow- 
off" at 5 or 10 pounds. 

Early at the scene of the explosion 
were Walter Widger, expert on explo- 
sives, and Everett Shumwny, Fire In- 
spector I'n. m State Fire Marshal Neal’s 
office. Donnie Lorden of the Prohibi- 
tion Enforcement force arrived later 
in the evening. Mr. Widger, before 
tile still was uncovered, expressed the 
opinion that so great was the force 
of the explosion that no still unless 
of great size, could have caused it. 
lie thought that the blast might have 
been produced by dynamite. Mr. Lor- 
den ventured the opinion that an ac- 
cumulation of illuminating gas in the 
cellar might lie the cause of the ex 
plosion. Mr. Shumwny and Mr. Wid- 
ger on Tuesday gave a finding which 
is generally accepted as correct. Their 
contention is— “The excessive heat 
generated by the too high steam pres- 
sure caused an ever increasing amount 
of alcohol fumes to he diffused from 
the still into the cellar. Finally the 
cellnr became filled with an atmos- 
phere so impregnated with alcoholic 
fumes tiiat a highly explosive vapor 
was formed which was ignited by the 
burner in the steam heater when com- 
bustion density was reached.’’ 

In t he early hours of Tuesday morn- 
ing when tile cellar had been nearly 
freed of water another body was found 
near the mash tanks. This body was 
later identified as that of Salvatore 
Laeava, 31, of 107 Lexington street, 
West Newton, a brother-in-law of Gor- 
gone. Laeava was married and the 
father of two children.

Stearns School 


The visit of Mr. Daniels. Supervisor 
of Drawing, to the Stearns School 
last week was greatly appreciated by 
the pupils in the rooms where ho 
visited, in addition to the regular 
work in drawing some of the sixth 
grade pupils have boon making graphs 
to illustrate some of the facts brought 
out in the discussion of the Safety 
First Campaign. 

The pupils in Mr. Scars’ sixth grade 
room sent a potted plant to their 
classmate, Russia RufTo, who is at 
the Newton Hospital recovering from 
a serious accident suffered a week 
ago. On Wednesday afternoon this 
same class visited the Peabody Mu- 
seum at Harvard University in Cam- 
bridge. 

In Mrs. Goddard’s room the pupils 
have constructed on one of their sand 
tables a very complete and interest- 
ing map of the village of Nonantum. 
The map begins with a representation 
of the gasoline filling station at the 
juncture of California and Watertown 
streets. The two main thoroughfares 
of Watertown and California streets 
extend through to Adams street, with 
the various cross streets plainly 
marked. The markers at the corners 
of the intersecting streets were each 
made by some boy or girl who lives 
on that particular street. The Charles 
River with its winding curves is in- 
dicated by a long strip of blue card- 
hoard. Sawdust is used to show the 
land around the various buildings. 
Prominent public buildings to bo 
noted are the Fire Station and Stearns 
School, in fact the whole map repre- 
sents a great amount of attention to 
the details of the district in which 
all of the pupils in the room have 
their residence. 

Another interesting feature of this 
room is their model store. On the 
shelves of a case at the front of the 
room are to lie found packages repre- 
senting a wide variety of well-known 
brands of packaged goods. The empty 
cartons properly wrapped have been 
supplied through the courtesy of the 
producers of the different food prod- 
ucts. The children in their arithme- 
tic class are supplied with pastboard 
coins of large and small denomina- 
tions. With tills money they make 
their purchases at the store and then 
make up their practice problems from 
the actual purchases. This is a splen- 
did illustration of the modern method 
of relating the classroom work with 
the life of the adult community out- 
side.

Opposes Taking 
Schools Out of 
Hands of Board 


Dear Editor: 

It may he that I can explain the 
irritation which has been shown at the 
suggestion of Mayor Childs that the 
care of school buildings be taken out 
of the hands of the School Board. 
This plan probably seemed to the 
Mayor and to some of his advisers, a 
i business-like way of combining all the 
public buildings into one department 
under one head. 

If Mayor Childs had a wider ac- 
quaintance with this particular prob- 
lem he would never even have brought 
up the matter. Without discussing 
the reasons involved, let me say that 
this plan has been tried in many 
cities ; that it has not worked well, 
and does not work well. 

The unsatisfactory results arising 
from supervision or help of any kind 
from city departments, extended to the 
School Board, have been so apparent 
that now a third of our states have 
passed laws separating the school ac- 
tivities in every way from contact 
with city departments. 

In Philadelphia, for instance, the 
school board carries on all its business 
entirely by itself. It makes its budget, 
lays its own taxes, builds its own 
buildings, chooses and buys its own 
sites, makes all salary schedules, and 
j asks no help or advice from any city 
I department. 

Ask any Philadelphian, who remem- 
bers the old way, when the Aldermen 
helped run things, if he likes the new 
way better. In just one item, the pur- 
chase of sites, the city has saved huu- 
dreus of thousands. When our aider- 
men get through hashing over all pos- 
sible sites for a school, the final cost 
is higher than it would bo if the 
j School Board could quietly decide on a 
i site and have it bought. 

| Judging from the way one state has 
j followed another in placing iuofe and 
j more power in the hands of the School 
Board, it is safe to guess that before 
many years our School Board will not 
only care for school buildings, but will 
bund them, and have complete super- 
vision of its own money, without any 
direction from City Hall. 

Thus it is clear that all those who 
know of this movement in the country 
are quick to resent a plan which is 
really a step backwards.

Prof. K. F. Mather 
On Religion In 

World of Science 


Last Sunday saw the beginning of 
a new feature, The Church instituto, 
which Is being held by the Union 
Church of Waban for four Sunday 
evenings and in which the Young Peo- 
ple's Forum of Walmn is participating. 

Prof. Kirtley F. Mather of Harvard 
was the chief speaker, having for his 
subject: "Religion in the World of 
Science.” “Science,” said Prof. Ma- 
ther, "has discovered that this is a 
world of law and order. God is not 
a distant being but a spiritual part of 
the world. We discover His nature 
by observing how the world is admin- 
istrated. Tho best index of His ad- 
ministration of the world is found in 
the lives of the men who dare to lay 
down their lives for others. Religion 
and Science must work side by side 
for a correct intrepretation of tho 
facts of the world and of the experi- 
ences of men by whom we guido our 
lives. 

"The call of the world today is not 
‘Is there a God?’ but ‘what sort of God 
is there?’ The only time that Scien- 
tists and Theologians disagree is 
when Theologians are standing for the 
scientific formulae of a thousand years 
ago. Science must and is joining 
forces with modern Christianity in an 
attempt at the correct interpretation 
Of the facts of the world." 

Prof. Mather was introduced by the 
Rev. Joseph Cony MacDonald. His 
address was preceded by a solo by Mr. 
Albert B. Root, Jr., and hymns by 
tho members of the Institute. 

Preceding the general assembly pe- 
riod, at which Prof. Mather spoke, 
tlie Forum members joined the Young 
People’s Conference group under the 
direction of Miss Seabury, speaking 
on "New Ways for Old.” 

“We are trying to face what Christ 
expects of young people in Social, Pub- 
lic, International life and race rela- 
tions,” was the theme of Miss Sea- 
bury’s talk. 

At the meeting of the Institute next 
Sunday, Mr. John Calder will speak 
in the general assembly period on "Re- 
ligion in the World of Industry.” Feb. 
12th, Brewer Eddy will speak on “Re- 
ligion in International Affairs,” and 
Feb. 19th Dr. William E. Strong will 
have for his subject “Religion in 
World Friendship. 

A meeting of the committee on the 
Forum entertainment was held Sun- 
day afternoon at the home of a coun- 
cilor.

In the hospital for the week end- 
ing January 28 there were 148 pa- 
tients, of whom 39, or a little more 
than one-quarter of the number, paid 
as much as the cost of their care or 
more. Of the other 1U9 there were 70 
who paid less than the cost of care, 
and 39, including babies, who were 
free patients. The out-patient depart- 
ment treated 111 , the eye clinic 10 , 
and there were 9 accident cases. Six- 
teen babies were born during the week, 
ight boys and eight girls. The social 
service department transferred six 
patients in its car. 

Miss Elizabeth F. Wheeler, the so- 
cial service worker at the hospital, 
has been made chairman of the ways 
and means committee of the New Eng- 
land District of the American Asso- 
ciation of Hospital Social Workers. 

Sanford Bates, commissioner of the 
Department of Correction, was the 
speaker before the alumnae meeting 
in Wednesday afternoon. 

At the nurses’ home last Sunday eve- 
ning the nurses were entertained by 
a concert given by Miss Mary Clark, 
harpist, Miss Ruth Marsters, 'cellist, 
and Miss Irene Forte, violinist. 

Of the nine accidents treated during 
tiie week three were automobile acci- 
dents— one a man with abrasions of 
the right foot, one a man lacerated 
over the right eye, and the third a 
young woman with a lacerated fore- 
head. A woman whose hand was 
crushed in a washing machine and u 
man whose left forefinger was lacerat- 
ed by an ice cream freezer accounted 
for two more of the accidents. Anoth- 
er was a child whoo hand was caught 
in the roller of a laundry machine and 
lacerated and burned. The remaining 
three cases were a man who broko his 
right wrist in a fall down cellar stairs, 
a man who nearly amputated his right 
thumb with a saw, and a man who 
broko liis right ankle in a fall from 
the roof of a house.

Duplicate auction bridge is gaining 
j,.. pular favor very rapidly and in time 
will rival the regular game in public 
•esteem. One of its chief attractions is 
liie fact that it enables players to com- 
pare the results of their bidding and 
play with that of their friends and thus 
gives a fair rating. In duplicate auction 
the same hands are played by all par- 
ticipants so that the element of luck is 
•eliminated aa to cards held. Unfortu- 


nately, however, the hands cannot be 
played against the same opponents and 
as the opponents vary, so will their 
bidding and play. Here is where the 
clement of luck is still an important 
factor, just as important as in the reg- 
ular game. A very fine example of how 
this works out in a particular instance 
is the following hand, recently played 
at a Cleveland Club in one of its dupli- 
cate auction bridge tournaments.

K ints for tricks, a total of 165 points, 
av out the hand for practice. 

At Table No. 3, there was still anoth- 
er variation. Z bid one club, A and Y 
passed and B bid one diamond and all 
passed. Z opened the ace of clubs which 
B trumped. By a very pretty play lie 
managed to make a little slain, losing 
only the ace of diamonds. His score 
was 125 points for game, 42 points for 
tricks, 50 points for the slam and 40 
;>oints for honors or a total of 257 
points. The play of this hand at dia- 
monds is so interesting that it is given 
as a problem.

NATIONAL PROHIBITION 

Speaking before the student body 
in the Newton Theological Seminary, 
last week, William M. Forgrave, State 
Superintendent of the Massachusetts 
Anti-Saloon League, after tracing the 
historical background of the national 
prohibition movement from 1607 to 
1920, gave indisputable facts and fig- 
ures controverting the charge of the 
"wets” that tho 18th Amendment was 
“put over” suddenly. 

Mr. Forgave gave his audience 
some echoes of the recent Massucli i- 
setts Citizenship Convention held in 
Boston, one session of which was pr - 
sided over by Mayor Edwin O. Childs 
of Newton, and summarizing his tir- 
guments “against the putting over 
af prohibition,” he said: 

“Only 14 States ratified before Ar- 
mistice: 32 States ratified after 
Armistice: Florida. November 27tn, 
191S: 29 States in January and one in 
February, 1919, with New Jersey as 
the 46th ratifying State in 1922. 

"Contrary to all precedent, a lim- 
itation of seven years was put upon 
the time within which the Eighteenth 
Amendment might be ratified. Time 
actually required for first 36 States 
one year and 28 days. 

"If the ‘wets’ had been able to con- 
trol either House in only 13 State 
Legislatures out of the 48, they could 
have prevented the ratification of t Ho 
Eighteenth Amendment. They were 
unable to muster even this small num- 
ber. As a matter of fact, only three of 
the 96 brunches of Stato Legislatures 
have voted against tho amendment. 
The total Stato Semite and House vote 
for the Eighteenth Amendment was 
5079; total Senate and Houso vote 
against the Amendment 1265, a ratio 
of more than four-to-one. 

"The Eighteenth Amendment was 
tho first to ho suhmittod by a Con- 
gross in which the Senate was elected 
by tho direct veto of tho people. 
Rather interesting fact, isn’t it? 

"Tho Eighteenth Amendment was 
submitted by a two-thirds vote in one 
Congress (1917), and was ratified by 
an 80 percent majority in 46 State 
Legislatures. A second Congress 
(1919), unacted tho enforcement 
(Volstead) code by a two-thirds ma- 
jority and n third Congress (1921) by 
another two-thirds majority passed 
tiie supplemental enforcement act. 

"Ill the face of the foregoing facts 
how can it lie said that prohibition 
was not fairly, justly and honestly 
won ? 

“How long will th»‘ American people 
allow tho auti-prohihitionists to ‘put 
over’ their gross misrepresentation of 
tho truth about the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the laws authorized by It?" 


ABOUT TOWN

The organization of the Chestnut 
Hill Improvement Society for the pur 
pose of promoting general welfare and 
advancement of public Improvements 
In that district Is commendable. We 
would suggest to tho officers and mem- 
bers of this new organization consid- 
eration of the figures printed In last 
week’s Graphic showing the vote 
cast In tho different precincts of New- 
ton at the recent city election. In Pre- 
cinct 3 of Ward 6. the Chestnut Hill 
precinct, only 36.3% of the registered 
voters showed enough interest In civic 
affairs to go to the polls. If residents 
of Chestnut Hill expect the city to 
show proper concern for that particu- 
lar section of Newton, they should re- 
ciprocate and do their part by dis- 
playing ut least enough interest in the 
matter of city government to vote at 
our municipal elections. We hope the 
new society will he able to induce 
Chestnut Hillites to vote. 


The Columbia traffic lights, those 
flashing signals which have been In- 
stalled at many street intersections In 
this city during the past year, while 
not artistic In appearance, have proven 
very effective. At dangerous street In- 
tersections, such as at Lowell avenue 
and Page road, and at Boylston and 
Parker streets, bad automobile acci- 
dents were of frequent occurrence 
prior to the installing of the signal 
lights. Since the lights were placed 
at these intersections, no accidents 
have occurred. 

One prominent Newtonville citizen 
thought that these lights were not re- 
liable. He based his opinion on the 
fact that one light at the corner of 
Lowell avenue and Otis street was fre- 
quently out of order. The other night 
this citizen learned why this light had 
not been functioning properly. Not 
because of defective mechanical equip- 
ment, as he had reasonably supposed. 
But, because a certain selfish person 
who resides near this traffic signal, 
believing that the light interfered 
somewhat with his radio receiving set. 
arrogated to himself the privilege of 
putting the light out of commission. 
Tiie fact that this interference with 
the traffic signal might result in some 
serious accident did not deter the per- 
son tampering with it Although the 
police became acquainted with the fact 
that someone had been tampering with 
the ligiit. fortunately for the offender, 
his identity was not learned.

National Drama Week, sponsored by 
the Community Drama Committee of 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and the Drama League of 
America, will be celebrated this year. 
February 12tli to 18th. This week lias 
been inaugurated in an effort to edu- 
cate the public to appreciate and do- 
mand good drama, and to awaken the 
public to the importance of the thea- 
tre as a social force and as a great ed- 
ucational movement. 

‘The General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs believes that the drama has 
a definite and direct hearing on civic 
betterment and good citizenship,” said 
Mrs. Pearl Bennett Broxam of Maquo- 
keta, Iowa, chairman of the Commun- 
ity Drama Committee. “And we are 
encouraged to note the new interest 
that is everywhere manifest in com- 
munity drama. People, particularly 
those in the smaller towns and rural 
districts are discovering their own cre- 
ative talents and resources and they 
are finding that they not only do not 
have to depend upon the outside world 
for entertainment, but that they enjoy 
doubly the plays in which they them- 
selves are the players. This develop- 
ment of the neighborhood spirit 
through recreation gives an added 
community interest and develops a 
greater sense of the importance of cit- 
izenship.” 

Nearly all of the millions of Clubs 
in the Federation have at least one 
drama program during the year, and 
the week of February 12th is set aside 
especially for these celebrations which 
will include presentation of plays, 
reading of plays, lectures on the 
drama, radio talks on the drama and 
drama discussion. 

Clubwomen of Newton who have 
been especially seeking to "get out the

My dear Mrs. Sherman: 

Regretting as I do my inability to 
accept your invitation to greet per- 
sonally the members of the Board of 
Directors of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, I appreciate your 
kindness in permitting me to speak in 
tills manner to that representative 
group of distinguished women. 

The great organization of American 
women represented at this annual Di- 
rectors’ meeting has in the year just 
passed been committed to two policies 
which seem to me to bo of outstand- 
ing service to our country. 

The General Federation has sought 
to raise the standard of the American 
Home. To see an organization with 
such influence devote its attention to 
t he home is comforting in this modern 
age when all about we witness the 
entry of women into business, indus- 
try and the professions.

Suggestions Made On 
Proposed Boulevard 

Cilixen's Letter Contains Interesting 
Facts 


To the Editor of the Graphic: 

It may be of interest to have the 
following remarks about a recent 
House bill No. 438 of this year’s Legis- 
lature calling for the laying out of a 
parkway or Boulevard from a point at 
or near the Junction of Newton street 
In the Town of Brookline to the Junc- 
tion of Glen road and Beacon street in 
Newton. Also that a sum of $20,000.00 
be appropriated and spent from the 
Parks maintenance fund by the Metro- 
politan District Commission. The 
Bill refers to a plan on file at City 
Hall, Newton, showing the proposed 
project. 

In 1908 the writer made a report to 
a committee of citizens of Newton and 
Brookline to connect the Northern 
Park system with the Southern Park 
system. The route was to start from 
the West Roxbury Parkway, then 
existing, and continue to Watertown 
including in the proposed taking the 
following landscape units that should 
be preserved for future use and pleas- 
ure: — 

Saw Mill, Brook Meadow and 
Swamp, Lost Pond, Hammonds Pond, 
a gorge ( now known as Edwards 
Park, a gift to the City of Newton) at 
the rear of the Colby estate (now 
owned by Mr. Harrimnn and Mr. 
Schrafft ) , then linking up Cabot Park 
over Jackson road to Boyd Park, 
Morses Pond to Charles River Reser- 
vation. Of this project the tlrst por- 
tion is now in use from West Rox- 
bury Parkway to Newton and Ham- 
mond street, the portion from Ham- 
mond street to Beacon street was se- 
cured and waits to be developed for 
a proper connection until this day. 
The effort to secure this land was the 
result of public spirited citizens, the 
then members of the legislature get- 
ting $ 10 , 000.00 appropriated for this 
purpose. Such men as the late Judge 
Robert R. Bishop, Richard M. Salton- 
stall, Frank L. Day, Montgomery Rol- 
lins, .1. G. Wright and others now liv- 
ing were responsible for this present 
ownership, also with the gifts, I be- 
lieve, of land to the Commonwealth by 
Mr. Ernest B. Dane and Mr. Edwin 
S. Webster. The amount of the ap- 
propriation was not sufficient to take 
in all the land needed. 

The proposed plan of land taking 
is in line with the former plan and 
tends to make a better border road 
along this parkway, and is to be 
commended highly but the proposed 
outlets upon the plan are open to some 
constructive suggestions I believe as 
follows: 

The Glen road to Beacon street is 
to be sure under a bridge on the B. & 
A. It. R. but joins Beacon street in a 
very unfortunate point. A blind 
turn on a side hill grade and the pri- 
vate property of such a nature that no 
connecting street could be secured at 
this point Northerly to Commonwealth 
avenue. 

The Modoc road route over Langley 
road is open to the criticism that the 
grade is too steep (8 per cent at one 
spot). It will l)e a local street not 
Metropolitan, will bring additional 
congestion into Newton Centre Square 
which is now pretty well crowded and 
will be more so when the South side 
of Newton is developed, and it does 
not touch the main arteries of travel 
quickly enough. 

The proposed line of taking is ex- 
cellent ami can connect with the land 
now owned by the Commonwealth op- 
posite Hobart road. By building a 
bridge over the tracks at this point 
a ‘short connection is made with Bea- 
con street in an uncongested area. 

This approach now is being tilled 
gradually by dumping and can readily 
lie seen from Beacon street. One side 
of this location has a high ledge 
foundation and the other is on the 
edge of a low area. 

I understand that the proposed 
roadway is not intended to be traffic 
street, that it will he subject to the 
rules and regulations of the Parks 
division, only light vehicles, and that 
heavy traffic will need to lie carried 
elsewhere. 

1 would suggest the following: — - 

1. That tile appropriation be made 
for the land taking without defining 
the exact route; similar to the prac- 
tice in the original Metropolitan Park 
Commission. 

(They should he given some discre- 
tion in the matter and given time to 
consider the possible locations and re- 


Reserve Police Force 
To Be Established 

Chief Burke Explains Advantage 
Over Temporary Force 

The Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night authorized the establishment of 
a reserve force of ten men for the 
Newton police department. This ac- 
tion was taken at the suggestion of 
Mayor Childs. Chief of Police Burke 
was in conference with the Finance 
Committee of tin* Aldermen on this 
matter, and after long deliberation the 
committee recommended the appropri 
alien of $500 to provide for salaries 
for the start of this system. 

Chief Burke explained to the Fin 
ance Committee that for some years 
he has appointed eleven temporary 
policemen from the list of those who 
took the civil service examinations 
for the police force. These temporary 
policemen substituted for the regular 
patrolmen during the vacation peri- 
ods or whenever a regular policeman 
had to lay-off because of illness. Un- 
der civil service rules a man's name 
is on the list of eligihles for two 
years after he passes the examination. 
Then, unless he again qualifies on a 
succeeding examination, his name is 
dropped. He may have stood well 
near the head of the list after one 
examination, and then following an- 
other examination his name may be 
near the bottom of the list of eli- 
gihles. 

Because of this the temporary po- 
licemen were constantly changing and 
after men had become broken into 
the work and attained a degree of 
efficiency, it would be necessary to 
replace them with green men. Un 
der the reserve system, once a man 
is appointed to the reserve police 
force, lie holds that appointment, and 
in line of seniority is advanced to ap- 
pointment as a regular policeman. 

The pay of the temporary police- 
men in Newton has been $5 per day. 
The pay of the reserve policeman will 
be $4.50 per day, which is 14 cents 
less than the wages received by first 
year regular policemen in this city. 
The reserve policemen will only serve 
as required lint while serving they 
will be entitled to one day off in 
eight, the same as the regular police- 
men. The will also come under the 
provisions of the proposed pension 
system but they will not be entitled 
to annual vacations or sick leave.

port their findings after thorough in 
vestigution and proper hearings.) 

2. That they should be instructed 
to see if the present location over the 
tracks provided by the first gift and 
purchase would not he better in the 
long run than any temporary expe- 
dient. 

( It is well known that the effort 
in City Planning is to divert as much 
as possible through traffic away from 
the shopping district. If the original 
plan were adhered to there would be 
two East and West main highways to 
help take the load on vehicles. Bea- 
con street and Commonwealth avenue 
a two way street. Thereby relieving 
Newton Centre Square which is des- 
tined to become a real civic center 
with the future growth and dense 
traffic. ) 

3. That the legislature should not 
try in any bill to define a route with- 
out absolute cost that can be deter 
mined in advance by proper engineer 
iug data rather than superficial in 
formation. 

(The proper place to secure tills 
data is through the established boards 
and engineering departments. It 
might be found that the supposed cost 
of tlie Railroad bridge was not such 
an insurmountable item when all the 
problems are considered of a Metro- 
politan highway or parkway for all 
time.) 

I trust nothing will be done to set 
aside the idea of the former Park 
Commission who are responsible for 
the many beautiful parks and park- 
ways now existing in the Metropolitan 
District and whose example should be 
emulated and followed.

Mayor Childs Submits Several Ap- 
pointments to Board 


At the regular meeting of the al- 
dermen on Monday night a permit was 
granted to Beatrice Gammons for a 
3-car garage at 154 Harvard street, no 
objectors appearing.

Joyce appeared for ids sister, Mrs. 
Helen Shinkwin of 124 Intervale road, 
who owns a triangular shaped lot 
with considerable frontages on two 
roads which would make her assess- 
ment from a frontage basis dispropor- 
tionate. He asked that a fair adjust- 
ment lie made. Mr. Squiers told of 
building many new houses in the 
neighborhood of Hammondswood road 
and the need of sewers there. 

Hearings were assigned for the first 
meeting in March on the following 
petitions — J. V. Monaghan & Sons, re- 
location of the gasoline station at the 
corner of Auburn and Washington 
streets to Washington street: Electric 
Rug Washing Company, permit for a 
600 gallon tank for the storage of gas- 
oline at 3 Bridge street: extension of 
non-conforming use of gasoline station 
of E. J. Monaghan estate at Wash- 
ington and Auburn streets; Cashman 
& Ginsberg, gasoline filling station at 
22S5 Washington street. Lower Falls; 
Henry C. Bourne, gasoline tilling sta- 
tion at 2268 Washington street. Low- 
er Falls: Albert T. Stuart for a 50- 
car garage and filling station at 1149 
Walnut street, Newton Highlands. 

The Franchise and License Commit- 
tee recommended the granting of per- 
mits to Stuart Chevrolet Company. 431 
Washington street, and Clark Motor 
Sales Company, 26 Kempton place, to 
deal in second-hand motor vehicles; 
Salvatore DeLuca, 196 Adams street, 
and B. Ciolfe. 214 Adams street, 
common victualler licenses. A com- 
mon victualler’s license was also 
granted to Dorothy Turnbull and Cath- 
erine Rauch at Lincoln street, Newton 
Highlands. 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
recommended leave to withdraw on the 
petition of L. P. Kellogg for damages 
t«i his property because of a drain at 
the rear of the Levi Warren School; 
tills claim was settled by the contrac- 
tor who was responsible. The peti- 
tions of Sanford McLean and Mrs. De- 
lia Leonard, presented to last year’s 
Board, for changing two small parcels 
of land on Thornton street from resi- 
dential to business zone, were also 
turned down by the committee. So 
were the petitions of Rose Leliun and 
Bernard Early for changes from res- 
idential to business zone of land at 
Lower Falls near Washington street 
and Quinebequin road. Chairman Ba- 
ker of t lie committee stated that “this 
land is in a distinctly residential zone, 
it adjoins the Metropolitan Park Res- 
ervation. it is at the approach to the 
attractive new Wales street bridge; 
there is land in the business zone at 
Lower Falls yet not utilized for busi- 
ness purposes. This adverse report of 
tlie committee, which was accepted by 
the Board bodes ill for another peti- 
tion received at Monday's meeting 
from tlie Wright Webster Trust. This 
petition asks that “land on Washing- 
ton street, between Waban avenue and 
Ncshobe road lie changed from resi- 
dential to business zone." 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
referred to the Finance Committee a 
claim of $450 from John E. Mulcaliy 
for transportation of Company C, loist 
Infantry to the rifle range of that out- 
fit. Chairman Baker of the commit- 
tee explained that this is a bill and 
not a claim, and so should he con- 
sidered by tlie Finance Committee. 

The Committee on Street Traffic rec- 
ommended that leave to withdraw be 
given to the petitions of John Tern- 
perly for one-way traffic on Winter 
street, Upper Falls, and of Dr. W. J. 
McDonald for the prohibition of heavy 
automobile traffic on Hamlin road. 
Newton Centre. The committee rec- 
ommended that Beacon street, at Cen- 
tre street. Newton Centre, he widened 
in acordance with the plan submit- 
ted by the City Engineer. Tlie com- 
mittee also recommended that park- 
ing on Washington street in front of 
tlie Gas office he limited to 30 min- 
utes; that parking oil both sides of 
Centre place be prohibited from Wash- 
ington street to opposite tlie new Mc- 
Lean block. 

The Committee on Public Works 
recommended that leave to withdraw 
be given to Albert H. MacAuslan’s 
petition for the construction of a cul- 
vert over tlie drain on Glen avenue. 
Tills committee passed favorably on 
an amendment to tlie ordinances of 
the city which specifies that no snow 
shall be thrown onto streets by per- 
sons. other than snow from side- 
walks, except by special permit, and

Hear H. I. Harriman 


Chairman of Planning Board Tel if 
Of Traffic Problems 


The monthly meeting of the Newton 
Business Associates was held last 
night at Vernon Court. Sixtv-llve 
members were present when President 
Harold Moore opened the meeting. 
Secretary Albert Walker gave a res- 
ume of tlie activities of tlie associa- 
tion for the past year. 

The speaker of the evening was 
Henry I. Harriman of Newton, chair- 
man of the Metropolitan Planning 
Division. Mr. Harriman gave an ex- 
tended and very interesting talk on 
lecent developments in the matter of 
planning and accomplishing relief for 
traffic in and around Rosti.n. He gave 
tlie opinion that it is better to have 
the different communities In Greater 
Boston retain their separate forms of 
government rather than be merged 
into the big city but in many func- 
tions of government they must act 
as one unit. He told of the great 
advantage the Northern Artery lies 
afforded to auto traffic to and from 
the North and East of Boston. But 
one year old, it already carries more 
traffic than Commonwealth avenue. 
The Southern Artery completed a few 
months ago. will provide much need- 
ed relief from the congested route 
through Milton and Quincy to the 
South Shore 

An extension of the Northern Ai- 
tery will lie made tyy the city of Bos- 
ton to reach tlie North Station and the 
new arena. This will develop a sec- 
tion of Boston which lias witnessed 
little progress. The plan to convert 
tlie Atlantic avenue elevated railway 
into an aerial hj^-vay which will 
have an extension ry a viaduct over 
tlie Boston & Albany tracks to a new 
street paralleling the New Haven 
tracks, thence to the Back Bay. will 
aid greatly in solving the traffic 
congestion in intown Boston. Miss- 
ing links to connect existing main 
automobile highways will lie built this 
year. 

Mr. Harriman prophesied that with- 
in a few years i highway will lie 
built along the Charles River to afford 
an uninterrupted rapid transit road 
to Newton from Boston and thence 
through Waltham to reach the main 
road to Worcester and the Mohawk 
trail. Tlie congestion at Nonantum 
Square was mentioned by Mr. Harri- 
mnn and he asked the business men 
present if they still are of the opin- 
ion that it will injure their business 
to have through traffic diverted trotn 
Newton Corner. He was told by the 
merchants that they now t li ink it will 
lie beneficial to have the traffic di- 
verted

Mayor To Name Third _ “That’s That” To Be 
Man On Pension Board All Local Talent 


Majority of Aldermen Prefer Ap- 
pointment to Election 

Chairman Baker of the Legislation 
Committee of the Aldermen made a 
report to the Board on Monday eve- 
ning on a number of changes which 
had been made in the proposed re- 
tirement for employees of the City of 
Newton. Most of the changes were 
of a clarifying nature and did not ma- 
terially affect the report as originally 
presented by ex-Alderman Benjamin 
S. Hinckley. 

One important change was that 
which provides that the third mem- 
ber of the Retirement Board, controll- 
ing the system will b<* appointed by 
the Mayor from among the employees 
of the city, subject to confirmation by 
the Board of Aldermen. The original 
report read. "The management of the 
retirement system is hereby vested in 
a retirement hoard consisting of three 
members as follows: 

< a > The comptroller of the City 
of Newton. 

tbi One member to be appointed 
!)’• the Mayor of the City of Newton, 
who shall serve for a term ending 
three years following the day when 
the system becomes first operative, 
and 

(c) One mmber who shall be a 
member of the retirement system, and 
who shall be elected by the members 
of the retirement system to serve for 
a term endine one year following the 
date when the system becomes first 
operative. 

Alderman Collins took issue with the 
committee in the change. He said, 
“Members of the retirement associ- 
ation should have full rieht to select 
one member of the board." Alderman 
Baker replied. "There will be serious 
difficulty in an election in determin- 
ing who is eligible and in getting re- 
sults. It is doubtful if a member of 
tlie system will be qualified to make 
investments of the funds.’’ Alderman 
Heathcote remarked. "Inasmuch as 
the employees will contribute half 
of the funds in the retirement sys- 
tem they should have the right to 
elect one member." Alderman Fitts 
stated. "The employees might be bet- 
ter satisfied to have their representa- 
tive appointed by tlie Mayor after the 
■'.ifferent classes of employees would 
confer with him.” Mr Fitts smrvest?d 
that President Moriarty of the City 
Employees’ Union, who was present 
in the aldermanic chamber, be asked 
to cive his opinion Mr. Moriarty said 
that. "In my opinion the city employ- 
ees will be better satisfied to have 
their member elected bv themselves 
rather than appointed by the Mayor." 

Alderman Earle agreed with Mr. 
Baker that the appointment of the 
third member by the Mayor will be 
preferable to an election. He re- 
marked that in an election the em- 
ployees of the Street Department 
would dominate because of thtir num- 
bers. Alderman Noone favored the 
change because it will assure the third 
member being kept in office longer 
and thus the employees will enjoy 
the benefit of a more experienced rep- 
resentative. A vote was then taken 
on this amendment and the report of 
the committee carried. Those voting 
in favor were: Bail. Baker. Earle. 
Fitts. Hawkins. Holbrook. Noone. 
Pratt. Temperly and Woodcock. Those 
voting against the change were: Col- 
lins, Gallagher, Gordon. Grebenstein, 
Heathcote.Murray. Powers. Prior and 
Worth.

BROOKLINE WINS 

BY 78-71 TOTAL 

Maintaining its seven point lead, the 
margin by which the Rroookllne high 
track team led the Newton high team 
at the conclusion of the first meet 
held on the Newton track a week ago 
last Saturday, the Brookline runners 
held the Newton athletes to a 36-36 
tie on their own track on Saturday to 
win the honors by a total of 78 points 
to 71 for Newton. In addition to the 
expected thrills of close races and 
deep rivalry the second section of the 
meet also attracted the patrol wagon 
and a number of extra police to quell 
disturbances arising from the uncon- 
trolled spirits of the spectators and 
some of the athletes. 

The situation developed as an af- 
termath from happenings on the New- 
ton track. At Newton In the 600-yard 
run the question of a foul arose and 
when Newton's protest was disallowed 
Brookline took all three places. At 
Brookline Saturday an almost simi- 
lar situation developed but Reed, the 
Newton captain, slipped by two of the 
Brookline runners to take second 
place. The excitement was brought 
to a head In the 1000-yard run which 
concluded the events on the outdoor 
board track with the exception of the 
relay which was subsequently called 
when it became certain that the five 
points in this event would not affect 
the outcome of the meet. On the sec- 
ond lap of the 1000. Jimmie McCrud- 
den was in the van with Creighton 
Gatchell of Newton and Irving Rogers 
of Brookline, who had been an entry 
in the 600-yard race against Reed, 
trailing him. Gatchell claimed that 
Rogers pushed him in the back while 
Rogers claimed Gatchell would not let 
him pass. At any rate as Rogers 
swung wide and was passing Gatchell 
the latter ran him off the track 
and both of them fell among the spec- 
tators. Somehow or other the track 
was kept clear for the other runners 
and the race was completed with 
?«IcCrudden winning. Jewett of Brook- 
line taking second, and Burton of New- 
ton third. After the race the scene 
was shifted to the gymnasium where 
the field events were to be held. Here 
the supporters of the two teams al- 
lowed their enthusiasm to run away 
with them and several “boxing” bouts 
were held until the arrival of the ex- 
tra police when the excitement was 
subdued. 

John Badaracco of Brookline was 
the high scorer of the meet with first 
in the <lush and the 300-yard run. He 
was closely followed by his teammate 
and captain, Eugene Record, who won 
the 600 yard run. and took second in 
the hurdles. 

Fowler Cole of Newton and Melvin 
Linsky were second and third in the 
dash. Romaine Cole of Newton won 
t-lie hurdles over Record with Edgar 
Warren of Newton taking third. Na- 
than Pearson was the only Newton 
runner to place in the 300-yard run 
with a second while Smith of Brook- 
line was the third man. Captain Mal- 
colm Reed of Newton chased Record 
in the 600-yard run with Dick Werner 
of Brookline taking third. Edward 
Ebelhare of Newton kept his season’s 
record perfect in the high jump by 
winning with a leap of 5 ft. 7 In. 
Prince of Brookline took second and 
Barrie and Rascheoties. both Brook- 
line jumpers, tied for third. Prince 
nosed out Robert Kinraide of Newton 
by a narrow margin in the broad jump 
with a 9 ft. 6 in. jump. Fine of New- 
ton was third. Crieghton Gatchell won 
the sliotput and Andrew Pescosolido 
third with Fink of Brookline in be- 
tween.

Unless competent and impartial offi- 
cials are engaged to handle sporting 
events it is not surprising to see or 
hear of such episodes as took place at 
the Newton-Brookline meet last Sat- 
urday. It makes no difference who the 
participants are, schoolboy, amateur 
or professional, or what sport they 
may be engaged in, the result will be 
the same. In schoolboy contests the 
athletes are not as level-headed or as 
slow to act as those of more mature 
years and more experience. While the 
uctions of the Newton runner in run- 
ning his rival off the track fails to 
elicit approval- -regardless of what jus- 
tification he might have had — the en- 
tire responsibility seems to lie at the 
doors of those under whose direction 
the meets are run. Competent officials 
who know their work and who are not 
afraid to hack their opinions up should 
be engaged to supervise and control 
all the events. It Is a rule of the track 
that no official should express an opin- 
ion until asked to do so by the referee 
in charge of the meet and the latter 
cannot act until the runner or coach 
of a team who feels he lias grounds for 
protests asks for a ruling. With com- 
petent officials in charge who are there 
for the purpose we are confident that 
no trouble would arise— In fact the 
smaller incidents, which always come 
before the final spark is added to the 
conflagration, will be eliminated. And 
there were numerous incidents in both 
of the Newton-Brookline meetings that 
would never have happened under ef- 
ficient officiating. If t ho proper offi- 
cials cannot bo secured then it is time 
to talk of breaking off relations be 
tween athletic teams. However, there 
an* no hard feelings existing between 
tin* athletes of th two schools and all 
will soon b forgotten. But it is good 
insurance to see that there is no rep- 
etition of the affair.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

^ By L. D. O. BENTLEY A 


it is little wonder thnt the minds of 
Newton citizens were distressed by 
what occurred in West Newton last 
week when as a result of the explo- 
sion of an illicit still six persons lost 
their lives, among them a splendid 
type of city employe. In a city com- 
paratively free from such untowurd 
happenings a tragic occurrence of this 
kind cannot fail to impress ull classes. 
We are bound to ask ourselves how 
such a thing could have taken placo 
and if It could have been prevented. 

I doubt, however, if sharp criticism 
directed at any branch of the munici- 
pal or Federal government will avail. 
It may be that the authorities whose 
duty it is to prosecute moonshiners 
were remiss, although I hesitate to ac- 
cept such an opinion. Certainly they 
should not lie scored until a thorough 
investigation lias been made and the 
true facts determined. 

Let us think of the noble acts of 
those who heroically rushed to the 
scene to lend aid. Let us give credit 
to the untiring efforts of the Fire De- 
partment members whose prompt, dis- 
play of courage and whose intelligent 
handling of the situation has been 
justly praised on ail sides. Let us 
take pride in the resentment shown 
when it was learned that so flagrant a 
violation of t lie law was being attempt- 
in our city. 

The grief that is felt by the pass- 
ing of innocent victims of this outrage 
is sure to bring with it, after the bit- 
terness has diminished, an awakening 
of civic consciousness. It will serve 
to spur the activities of those who are 
sworn to prevent crime. It will deep- 
en our appreciation and grateful feel- 
ing towards those who work for the 
city under trying conditions and 
should make us see they are more 
justly compensated. Also, it must 
demonstrate more clearly the need of 
making certain that such a thing can- 
not occur again. 

“Youth must be served; but the 
rest of us must help ourselves,” I im- 
provised as I nonchalantly lifted a cig- 
arette from a package proffered me by 
my assistant. 

“Oh, I don’t know about that,” he 
countered, "You old folks (he is 23) 
don’t have so much to do for yourself 
either. Just look at it this way. You 
get up in the morning after someone 
else calls you. You have to dress your 
self? So do I. Your breakfast, din- 
ner and supper are set in front of you 
and the dishes are taken away after 
the meals without any effort from you 
at all. A hoy leaves you the morn- 
ing papers. You leave for work. And 
then what happens? You take a car. 
You can’t even go to work without out- 
side help. 

“You arrive and want to write a let- 
ter. Do you sit down and write it? 
You do not. You call for a stenogra- 
pher and she has to do it. You do sign 
it, I’ll admit that. But you don’t have 
to deliver it or even watch over it to 
see that it is delivered. You put it 
in the mail and forget it until a reply 
is carried in and placed in your hand. 
You want to talk to John Jones out 
in Wellesley. Do you go out there arid 
whisper your story In his ear? The 
deuce you do. You call him up on the 
telephone. And you can’t even do that 
without assistance from two or three 
telephone girls you’ve never even seen. 

“You decide to go for an auto ride, 
lake out t he car and drive to a gas 
station. You even have to have some- 
body put the gas into the tank for 
you. You get a puncture and go to a 
service station. If any real trouble 
develops, you head for a garage and 
if it can’t he fixed right away you go 
home in the street ear where the con- 
ductor opens the door to let you in 
and out and yells out the name of 
your street so you won’t have to watch 
out .or fear you’ll get Carried by. 

" ’Sposin’ you want to go to a show. 
You get your tickets from an agent 
who grabbed off the best seats three 
or four days before, so he could hold 
you up. You go to the theater and a 
doorman opens the door for you. An 
usher gives you a program and finds 
your seat. After the performance 
you’re ' ’ushed’ out again. No. you 
don’t get much service. Nobody ever 
does a tiling for you! Not much.” 

And. as I reached for my pencil to 
jot down some of the indictments he 
had made against my independence he 
concluded his harangue with, "And 
if you put a word of what I said into 
your column, you’ll be having some- 
thing else done for you. You’ll he 
having somebody writing your stuff for 
you." 


As far as I have been able to learn 
tlie abolition of fire-bells has worked 
very well. Still, 1 am well aware that 
this is winter and not summer and 1 
can’t help wondering just how this 
same situation may develop when 
there are a great many more auto- 
mobiles on the road and there is a 
wider knowledge of the activities of 
tin* fire apparatus. 

It lias occurred to me that as far 
as the police are concerned they don’t 
know there is a fire unless they learn 
it by the* presence of a piece of ap- 
paratus. Formerly policemen respond- 
ed to fire alarm boxes. Now, a man 
may be patrolling IBs route ami with- 
in quarter of a mile of a blaze and 
still know nothing about it. The 
routes assigned to patrolmen ill New- 
ton are large. Some officers are re- 
quired to cover more than a square 
mile. There may he a tire on a pa- 
trolman’s route but unless he happens 
to have heard of it he cau’t respond 
as promptly as is desired. 

I am well aware that I shall ho an- 
swered with the assertion that seldom 
does snob a situation arise and that 
if it did police headquarters would 
take care of it. That may all he 
true, hut 1 do not share the optimism 
of such a reply. You need policemen 
at a fire almost as much as you do 
firemen, although not in such large 
numbers. Where police routes are 
short as in thickly settled cities a 
patrolman learns almost immediately 
of a llr«*. in sparsely settled sections 
like our own city a single officer can- 
not lie expected to be hero, there and 
everywhere. 

Now there will be more automobiles 
chasing tire apparatus this summer 


than ever before because there is 
hound to lie an increase In the num- 
ber of cars. How are the police go 
lug to keep them from running after 
the apparatus if they themselvei don’t 
know there Is a fire? That’s some 
tiling I haven’t been able to figure out. 
I wish somebody would do it for m» 
and let me know. 

Now what do you think of this! 
In Newton we have been wondering 
why so small a percentage of Un- 
registered vote turns out at a muni- 
cipal election when a proposal is made 
to the Legislature by cities in Essex 
county and Boston that the privilege 
of absent voting he extended to muni- 
cipal elections. 

Doesn’t this show that in some 
places they like to vote while in New- 
ton they don’t seem to hanker for it 
so much. I wouldn't have anything 
further to add to what has already 
appenred if the desire to vote was not 
so great In other Massachu aetta - ltie 
and so little felt in Newton. 

The original petitioner for absent 
voting in city elections comes from 
Lynn. There is a place where they 
go to the polls with a rush. And 
another indorser lives in Gloucester. 
Fishermen may have their troubles 
but voting is something they seem to 
find time for no matter what the fish 
are doing. 

We nil know that for some years 
absent voting in State and National 
elections has been provided through- 
out the commonwealth. In city elec- 
tions it might as well be provided, 
but apparently it wouldn’t do Newton 
any good. Or, is that a fair state- 
ment? Would more people in Newton 
vote if they could do so by mail? 

Perhaps the idea of marking your 
ballot at home and sticking it in the 
mail box might encourage interest In 
municipal contests, hut I doubt it. 
Things would he coming too easy. A 
voter might become so indifferent that 
he would tell the letter carrier to do 
his voting for him. Anything to save 
trouble, regardless of what extra work 
it might impose on the letter carrier. 

No. I think I should he inclined to 
say that Newton had better not talk 
about absent voting for city elections 
until its voters made a better show- 
ing tinder present conditions. 


It would be interesting if one could 
learn from official sources just how 
this idea of having a telephone opera- 
tor say “Thank you” instead of re- 
peating the number is working out. I 
am convinced that the company has 
adopted the new method to facilitate 
business and I do not think that it is 
to he criticised. 

- Still, the subscribers, after all, are 
paying the hills and of course they 
have a right to display a little cu- 
riosity. Why not? If you drop into a 
man's store and inquire “How’s busi- 
ness?”, you do it as a sort of compli- 
ment to him for you intimate that you 
hope he is prospering. He looks at it 
from that point of view, too, and is 
pleased by this little attention. 

Having established grounds for this 
query l repeat I would ilke to find out 
whether the service has been improved 
under the new arrangement. I have 
heard doubt expresed. For instance, 
one man said to me. “I don’t see how 
it can keep an operator’s thoughts on 
the number. If she repeats the num- 
ber it must of necessity he more firmly 
fixed in her mind. But if she merely 
says. ’Thank you’ isn’t her mind di- 
verted into another channel?” 

Remember, he is asking the ques- 
tion, not I. But what do you think? 
Maybe its a psychological problem and 
one to be settled finally by experts 
in that sort of thing. 

It might he an experiment to be 
made in the home. They are making 
lots of things in the home nowadays, 
including radio sets. Why not then 
on a quiet evening, when the weather 
is too stormy for going out and all 
the family is gathered in the living 
room? What would be more entertain- 
ing than to test the memory. Have 
some one of the group give a number, 
just as he would shi ut in a telephone 
transmitter, and have somebody else 
say "Thank you” and then repeat the 
number afterwards. This would show 
if the mind became side-tracked for 
that particular instant. 

However, there's a game for the 
long winter evenings which I offer 
without chargo as a substitute for 
word puzzles. It might be called 
“cross number" puzzles. In any event, 
there it is. 


It Is very evident that the telephone 
company has made up its mind that 
it will not tolerate indecent language 
over its lines. There is no doubt the 
general public will be strong for the 
company’s position. Cussing is one 
thing, but vile talk directed at an op- 
erator is quite another. For my’ part 
I don’t blame the company officials 
from getting their backs up and say- 
ing, "No service to that kind of a 
man." 

Had you listened to an account, as 
I did, of a case wherein a man on a 
dozen or more occasions used obscene 
language in addressing an operator, 
you yourself would have become in- 
censed. We have all had our vexa- 
tions at the telephone and there have 
been times when we have almost 
“hit the ceiling" in our anger. It can 
not be said that it has availed us 
much bursts of temper never do but 
at least we have understood why a 
high-strung individual might take it 
out on the company employe. 

This, however, established no ex j 
cuse for the use of filthy talk and that I 
is what lias caused the company to t 
put Its foot down and refuse service 
to anj mbscrlber who so i.» r i org » t s

Mr. Robert W. Neff, well-known 
chemist, died at his home in West 
Newton, Saturday. He was born in 
Rock Hill. Conn., in 1858, and was 
in business in Boston for more than 
30 years. 

His early life was spent on his 
grandfather’s farm, where he formed 
habits of industry and acquired the 
sense of responsibility shown through- 
out his business career. He started 
his chemical career in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
where he imported and sold dyes. 
This work led to acquaintance with 
mills and their needs. 

Coming to Boston in 1S91 he started 
to manufacture finishers and softeners 
for textile mills and during the next 
30 years he was closely associated 
with tin* development of the textile in- 
dustry in Eastern United States, es- 
pecially in New England. 

His interest in practical chemistry 
led him to join the New England sec- 
tion of the Society of Chemical In- 
dustry. Ho served as its chairman, 
and retained membership until it was 
merged with the northeastern section 
of tlie American Chemical Society.

Amended Ordinance 
Will Increase Cost of 
Water Connections 

The Board of Aldermen at Its meet 
ing on Monday night, passed an irn 
portant amendment to the city ordi 
nance relative to the laying of water 
service pipes. Heretofore the city has 
paid for the cost of installing water 
pipes from the street main to the 
property line; the property owner 
paid for the cost of installing from 
the street line to the building served. 
By the amendment passed Monday 
illicit, at tlie suggestion of the special 
committee on water and at the recoin ! 
mendation of the Claims and Rules 
Committee, henceforth property own- 
ers must pay the entire cost from the 
water main in the street to the con- 
nection in the building served. Fur- 
thermore, this cost must he paid in 
advance; the Water Commissioner 
making the estimate, n he estimates 
too little, the difference must lie paid 
by the property owner within 30 days 
after tlie completion of the work. If 
he estimates too much, the difference 
will be returned to the property owner. 

Chairman Baker of the Claims and 
Rules Committee explained that the 
change is made because it will bring 
the city added revenue of $100,000 to 
the city. When sewer service is in- 
stalled tiie property owner pays tlie 
entire cost from the house connection 
to the pipe in the street. 

Another provision of the amend- 
ment, as recommended hy the com- 
mittee, provided that property owners 
shall pay for all repairs to water serv- 
ice pipes both inside and outside the 
street line. Alderman Powers ob- 
jected to this provision. He argued 
that service pipes under the streets 
may he broken because of jarring 
from heavy trucks, because of excava 
tion work by the city or public serv- 
ice corporations, or from other causes 
which property owners should not be 
held responsible for. He requested 
that the amendment be referred hack 
to the Claims and Rules Committee 
for further consideration to rectify 
this phase. As the Special Committee 
on Water Supply was anxious to get 
the amendment through because of 
the large number of service installa- 
tions which will he made in the next 
few' months, that part of the amend- 
ment relating to the payment for re- 
pairs was stricken out and the re-' 
mainder of the amendment passed. !

This hns been n very busy week on 
Beacon Hill with numerous hearings 
before a large numb’er of committees. 

Only one matter of direct interest 
to Newton was on the calendar, the 
Committee on Pensions giving a hear- 
ing on the proposed pension act for 
this city. Representative Hollis in- 
introduced the speakers who were For- 
mer Alderman B. S. Hinckley, chair- 
man of the committee which pre- 
pared the bill. City Solicitor J. W 
Bartlett, and George B. Buck the 
actuary who assisted the committee 
in preparing the bill. 

Mr A Leslie Moriarity who repre- 
sented the Newton City Employees’ 
Union suggested several amendments 
which were taken under advisement 
by the committee. 

Another hearing which should have 
had a larger attendance was that be- 
fore Election Laws on the proposal of 
the recess committee to nominate the 
minor officers on the State ticket by 
convention instead of by direct pri- 
mary. The proposal aroused the ire 
of the women, who evidently believe 
the convention system is dominated 
by the devil himself. As a matter 
of fact, the indifference of the aver- 
age voter to the nomination or elec- 
tion of the minor offices on the ticket, 
is one of the serious problems of 
the dav. Many voters, who have a 
clear idea of whom they wish to have 
nominated for governor or represen- 
tative. are up in the air on most of 
the other offices on the ticket and 
they either fail to vote or shut their 
their eves when they make the final 
decision. The true remedy, of course, 
is the short ballot, but until that point 
can be reached land it would require 
a constitutional amendment) the con- 
vention system for unimportant offices 
should be adopted. 

Last week a largely attended hear- 
ing was held on the proposal to levy 
a gasoline tax. To the average per- 
son, the proposal to make a tax com- 
mensurate with the amount of travel- 
ing done by automobile, is eminently 
sensible, and the automobile organiza- 
tion which oppose such a sensible ar- 
rangement are only cutting their nose 
off to spite their face. 

The annual proposal to abolish the 
death penalty was heard this week 
and brought out the usual crowd of 
sob sisters and sob brothers. One 
suggestion, which seemed to have 
some merit, was made this year and 
that was to allow the jury to deter- 
mine whether or not the death pen- 
alty should be imposed. 

This plan would give the Hickmans 
and the Snyders what they deserve 
and the protection of the community 
demands and still allow some latitude 
in cases where the crime was not so 
atrocious. 

The House this week subsituted a 
bill to require the licensing of bar- 
bers over an adverse report of the 
committee in charge. Representative 
Saltonstall supported the committee 
in the debate on this matter. 

Mayor Childs has filed a bill to 
allow the city of Newton to pay an 
annuity to the widow of the late Leo- 
nard B. Jackson who was killed in 
the still explosion of last week.

REFUSE BOWLING 

ALLEY LICENSE 

The petition of Grace Dearborn of 
Cochituate for a permit for 10 bowl- 
ing alleys in the rear of the new 
building now being erected on the 
Bacon estate at Newton, was refused 
on Monday night by the Board of 
Aldermen. According to the plans an- 
nounced by those developing this 
property, it was originally intended 
to build a two story block contain- 
ing 12 or 14 stores on the street floor 
and about 20 offices on the second 
floor. Later a petition was received 
for the bowling alleys from Mrs. 
Dearborn. When the excavation for 
tin- cellar of the building was made, 
that part where the bowling alleys 
were proposed to be located, was also 
excavated. The entrance to these al- 
leys would he on Bacon street and 
they would extend towards Fcabody 
street. 

When it became known that a per- 
mit for tile alleys had been petitioned 
for, property owners and residents 
on Bacon, Peabody and nearby Pearl 
streets, organized to object. When the 
objectors observed the excavation be- 
ing made for the alleys they became 
quite concerned. The attorney for 
tiie petitioners stated to the Franchise 
and License Committee of the Aider- 
men that "these alleys would be so 
constructed as to lie practically noise- 
less, they would he underground and 
the latest methods used to minimize 
noise." The protes’.auts against the 
petition argued that no public howl- 
ing alleys can be other than noisy*. 
In addition to the noise of the balls 
striking the pins, there is the added 
racket of the players and spectators 
yelling and cheering. 

The Franchise and License Commit- 
tee reported against granting the per- 
mit and the Board sustained the re- 
port. The majority of the committee 
believed that as the alleys would pro- 
ject into a residential district they 
would lie a source of annoyance to the 
neighborhood. They would also add 
to the parking difficulties on surround- 
ing streets. Because of the proximity 
of the theatre most available space 
on nearby streets is used for park- 
ing nights.

NIGHT HOCKEY AT 

BULLOUGH’S POND 


Tiie boys of Newton, who are en- 
gaged in work in tiie daytime, are 
now happy because they can play ice 
hockey in the evening. The Board or 
Aldermen recently appropriated $1200 
for an intensive lighting system for 
two large hockey rinks at Bulloughs 
Fond. Each rink is 208 x 90 feet. 
Twelve flood lights each having a thou- 
sand watt lamp are focused on the 
two rinks, making the surface of the 
ice as light as during tiie daylight. 
Owing to tiie speed of the puck no 
hockey can lie played unless the sur- 
face of the ice is thoroughly illum- 
inated. 

For years tiie graduates of our High 
Schools who have gone into occupa- 
tions have hoped for such an oppor- 
tunity. Last year about 200 young men 
presented a petition and the Play- 
ground Department was pleased to 
have the Board of Aldermen appro- 
priate the necessary funds for this 
lighting scheme. 

It is a most interesting sight to go 
down to Bulloughs Pond on an even- 
ing when there is skating. The 
lights, the glitter on the ice, the 
speedy hoys and the colorful costumes 
of tiie skaters makes it like a fairy- 
land. The City of Newton can well he 
proud of the splendid opportunities 
Bulloughs Pond offers and the orderly 
way in which the people of Newton 
use this pond. 

Just before 10 o'clock the lights givo 
tiie signal that skating will cease at 
10 o’clock. By 10 o’clock the whole 
pond is cleared and by 10:15 no auto- 
mobiles are allowed to park on the 
streets surrounding the pond. 

Under the direction of Supt. of Play- 
grounds Ernst Hermann, the lights 
were installed by William E. Pike, a 
well-known Newton electrical contrac- 
tor. Many favorable comments have 
been heard on the enterprise of Mr. 
Hermann in providing this opportun- 
ity for the working young men of New- 
ton, and on the efficient manner in 
which the lights have been arranged.

18th Anniversary of the Boy Scout 
Movement 

This week has been the 18th birth- 
day week of the Roy Scouts of Amer- 
ica. During the past 18 years, more 
than 4,000.000 hoys of America have 
had the great advantages and help of 
t his character-building and citizenship 
training program, which has proven 
its value many times over. 

Today in Newton we have 530 Boy 
Scouts, or 207 more than there were 
last April, when the new Council or- 
ganization went into effect.

A-B 
just made two hearts doubled and thus 
stored 125 points for game, 32 points 
for tricks, 30 points for honors and 50 
points for making their contract; a to- 
tal of 237 points. Z's failure to bid three 
clubs over Y’s double of two hearts was 
thus a very costly mistake. If he had 
bid three clubs, A would have passed 
and Y would have bid three spades, 
having three spades and only two clubs. 
Z’s mistake thus cost him and his part- 
ner a net loss of 428 points. This hand 
shows the great losses that players 
suffer by bad bidding, yet which may 
not be noticed in regular play. At dupli- 
cate auction, however, the results are 
all tabulated, and if you make such a 
mistake you cannot help but notice it 
when you compare results with your 
friends. Duplicate auction thus offers a 
fine opport unity to improve one’s game 
and should be taken advantage of 
whenever possible.

Senator "Tom” Heflin of Alabama, 
who poses with well (or III) feigned 
fervor as the champion of those per- 
sons below the Mason and Dixon line 
who, because of limited education, and 
associations, regard those of their fel- 
lows who differ from them religiously 
with distrust, might impress many in 
Greater Boston as being sincere were 
it not for a speerli he delivered some 
years ago at Charlestown, when, as 
the orator at a "Hunker Hill Day” 
celebration, he lauded profusely those 
whom he now denounces. 

The Intolerant folks to whom Tom 
and his kind pander are victims of 
circumstances. They are narrow be- 
cause they live in little worlds of 
their own and do not have opportuni- 
ties to mingle with men who happen 
to be of other racial or religious per- 
suasions. The professional bigots 
who thrive down South in certain se< 
tions would soon have to find more 
honorable fields for their "talents ’ if 
the "brotherhood of man” were ex 
emplifled in their bailiwicks as it was 
at Natick recently when 400 mem- 
bers of several fraternal orders, in- 
cluding Masons, Knights of Columbus. 
Odd Fellows, Elks and Eagles sat 
down together at a banquet and li- 
tened to a talk on good fellowship ami 
tolerance by Mayor Childs oi this 
city. 

The other evening we rode Horn 
Cambridge to Watertown in a Boston 
Elevuted car. Every time the car 
stopped to allow passengers to alight 
the conductor, whose number was 
3690, would caution the passengers 
to watch out for approaching automo- 
biles. This conductor deserves credit 
for displaying such concern for the 
safety of the passengers who ride with 
him. It would be a good thing 
if all the conductors on the Elevated 
emulated his example. 

It may be presumption for one not 
versed in criminology to take excep- 
tion to any action by those whose duty 
it is to enforce the law. But. the 
thought occurred to us — "Was wisdom 
shown when the jail sentences imposed 
upon Francesco Gorgone by judges In 
the Newton court for violations of the 
liquor laws, and from which appeals 
were taken, were not likewise im- 
posed when he appeared before the 
Superior Court at Cambridge?” Had 
this man served a jail sentence would 
he have desisted from further par 
ticipation in illegal liquor traffic.’ 
Would a tragedy have been avoided? 
Bootleggers who make huge profits 
can well afford to pay heavy fines. 
Such fines do not deter them from 
continuing their illegal occupation. 

It is easy to criticise the police. 
Much of the criticism directed at them 
is unjust and undeserved. Most pet- 
sons who accuse the police, including 
the Newton police, of not endeavoring 
to wipe out illegal manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquor, do not 
realize how difficult this task is. The 
police cannot obtain warrants to search 
houses where "booze" is supposed to 
In* made and sold unless they can ob- 
, tain positive or prima facie evidence 
that such is the case. This evidence 
! is hard to obtain. Most persons en- 
| gaged in illicit liquor traffic take pre* 
j eautions not to he caught. They know 
their patrons. Policemen in disguise, 
j rarely in a city such as Newton cun 
purchase liquor. Neither can spot- 
ters. unless the bootlegger is unusually 
careless. And ii a spotter does get 
•\ ideate, it is diffi utt to get a jury 
to accept it when an appeal is taken 
o tli ■ Superior Court, assuming that 
the Newton court, or any district 
court, convicts a "bootlegger." 

Because the odor of alcoholic liquor 
is detected coining from a house, a 
search warrant cannot he issued. One 
of the reasons advanced by the Amer- 
ican patriots when they revolted fr<»m 
British rule and established their in- 
dependence was the abuse of the 
right of search" by British officials 
The founders of the United States a 
sorted, "Every man's house is his 
castle," and this constitutional right 
prevents lo^al and Federal officials 
from obtaining search warrants t . > 
apprehend suspected “moonshiners 
and "bootleggers." 

It is easy to say, "The Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Volstead Act 
should be enforced." But if those who 
are too ready to condemn the apparent 
failure of law enforcement officers to 
put prohibition into effect realized the 
difficulties encountered in this task, 
they would be less ready t.» criticise. 
With the huge profits resulting from 
illegal liquor traffic, with the possi-

In January the hospital admitted 327 
patients and discharged 305. The av- 
erage daily number in its care was 
135.65. the smallest number in any 
one twenty four hours being 111 and 
the largest number 152. The out pa- 
tient department treated 451. the eye 
clinic 23. There were 37 accident cases 
and 1S9 operating room cases. Sev- 
enty-three babies were born 37 boys 
and 36 girls. The social service de- 
partment made 32 calls at the hospital 
and 39 at homes and transferred 22 pa- 
tients in its car. 

In the week ending February 6 there 
were 147 patients in the hospital of 
whom 47. less than a third, paid as 
much as cost of care or more. 56 paid 
less than cost of care and 44. includ- 
ing babies were free patients. The out 
patient department treated 115. the 
eye clinic 1" and there were 14 acci- 
dent cases. Eighteen babies were born. 
11 boys and seven girls. The social 
service department made 10 calls at 
homes and transferred six patients in 
its car. 

There are now hanging in the office 
of the hosital water color sketches 
which give an excellent idea of what 
the new ward building is going to look 
like and also the reception rooms.

The Saxony Worsted Mills at No- 
nuntum, one of Newton’s largest in- 
dustries. closed down the first of the 
month. These big mills, units of t lie 
United States Worsted Company, for 
many years gave employment to hun- 
dreds of Newton residents. In their 
prosperous days the Saxony Mills were 
equipped to furnish excelleent working 
conditions for the men and women 
working there and it was a decided 
asset to the community. The drastic 
change in styles of women’s wearing 
has worked havoc with most textile 
mills in New England, the Saxony in- 
cluded. The Saxony Mills spun high 
grade worsted yarns. The ladies have 
changed from worsteds to silk and 
rayon — and mighty little ol’ these. So 
the textile mills, which were the back- 
bone of New England’s prosperity, are 
idle, and business in New England suf- 
fers accordingly. It Is hoped, for the 
welfare of Newton, that the shutdown 
at the Saxony Mills will he of short 
duration. 

The Aetna Mills at Bemis, another 
old textile concern which for genera- 
tions has given employment to many 
Newton workers, is reported as soon 
to close.

WITHDRAWS OIL 

PLANT PETITION 

A petition was presented to the 
■ City Clerk last week and submitted 
to the License Committee of the al- 
dermen from Henry J. O’Brien of 1 
Brattle street, Cambridge. Mr. 
O’Brien asked for a permit to keep 
and sell oils at 59*1 Washington street, 
Newton, the amounts specified were 
20,000 gallons of’ heavy oil, 20,000 gal- 
lons of light oil, 20,000 gallons of gas- 
oline. The locus specified is the nar- 
row strip of land adjoining the Brack- 
ett Coal Yard and nearly opposite 
the high school of the Church of Our 
Lady. The petition was later with- 
drawn. Possibly the petitioner learned 
that the Boston & Albany railroad will 
not permit the storage* of iuflummable 
fluids within 100 feet of its main 
line. Even though this obstacle did 
not confront t he petitioner, had Mr 
O’Brien been conversant with affairs 
in Newton, he would have realized 
that it is highly improlmhle that the 
Board of Aldermen would grant a 
permit for a wholesale oil and gaso- 
line plant almost directly opposite a 
large school and quite near a church

Registrar Goodwin 
Speaks At Newtonville 

Addresses Clufllii Club on Boston 
Elevated Railway Question 

At the monthly meeting InHt Friday 
evening of the Claflin Club at the New- 
tonville M. E. Church, Mr. Frank A. 
Goodwin, Registrar of Motor Vehicles, 
discussed the Boston Elevated Railway 
situation. 

“There is only one solution of the 
problem,” he declared, “and that is 
Government ownership of this system, 
because it retains to the car rider the 
millions he has put into the road dur- 
ing the past nine years. If this road 
is taken over the State can borrow 
money for 3 or 3>/j percent, while to- 
day the car rider is paying 6, 7, and 8 
percent." 

Mr. Goodwin said that there are four 
propositions upon which the Legisla- 
ture may act. 

“First,” he said, “it may do nothing 
at all; second, it may extend public 
control: third, it may turn tlie road 
back to the stockholders under tlie 
provisions of the contract, or, fourth, 
have Government ownership." 

The Registrar believed that the third 
was better than tlie other two, but de- 
clared that a certain provision con- 
tained in tlie control bill makes it im- 
practical to return the road to the 
stockholders. 

Mr. Goodwill said that instituting 
Government ownership “is no greater 
departure from our present system for 
the State of Massachusetts to run its 
transportation system than it is for 
tlie United States Government to run 
tlie post office or tlie city of Boston or 
the Metropolitan District to run tlie 
water department."

Appalling Amount of Cruelty To 

Children in Massachusetts— Kelso 

Executive Secretary of Social Agencies of Boston Addres- 
ses Central Council on Welfare Measures 


At the meeting of the Newton Cen- 
tral Council. February 14t.h, Mr. Rob- 
ert W. Kelso, Executive Secretary of 
the Boston Council of Social Agencies, 
gave an address on Welfare Measures 
for the Better Town. Mr. Kelso stated 
that unquestionably the problem of 
the Better Town is the problem of 
better social relationships. Society 
today differs greatly from that of a 
century and a half ago because of the 
mechanical changes which have taken 
place. The development of the steam 
engine introduced a long line of other 
inventions all of which have so 
changed the economic principles of life 
as to create a new social order. Nor 
is the change yet completed. Our 
communities are still in the process 
of finding themselves. 

In America machinery has tended 
to attract the population from the 
farm to the city until over half the 
people of the United States are living 
in urbanized communities. Yet these 
people must be supported by the prod- 
ucts of the land: produce which is 
shipped from all over the world So 
long as transportation is uninter- 
rupted city life goes smoothly, hut any 
war or disaster which necessitates an 
embargo results in untold suffering to 
these same centres of population. All 
of this indicates that the background 
of any modern town or city is a 
fragile, delicate thing easily disrupted 
by disease or calamity. It ia entirely 
in contrast with the hardy, practically 
independent pioneer communities of 
150 years ago. In spite of this fact 
we are only now learning to look 
after diseases and that is far too late 
a time to take action. We have not 
yet learned to look after health at all. 
We have barely begun to think about 
preventive and educational health 
measures. 

Then, too, despite a few great for 
tunes and much apparent wealth in 
America practically three out of every 
ten people are below the minimum of 
social competency. This large section 
of the community are lacking the ad- 
vantages needed for common decency 
and incidentally serve as a good place 
for the spread of contagious diseases. 

In Massachusetts which is definitely 
a law abiding state there is an apal- 
ling amount <»f cruelty inflicted upon 
- hildren. All these situations demand 
consideration by those who are en- 
deavoring to create better communi- 
ties. The three corner stones of social 
ompetenre in any community are of 
nurse the home, the church, and the 
school. In each case they are what 
we make them At the present time 
we are not making much "f the church 
in modern society despite the fact 
that mankind is essentially spiritual 
The school, which of course has the 
hurch as its foundation, is the most 
profound and important American in 
stitution. It offers the greatest oppor- 
tunity of social contact between the 
hild and society, in spite of all the 
fineness of this institution in the past 
’t is at the present time making tre- 
mendous strides forward and intro 
du ing new processes of learning to 
greater extent than ever before. The 
s hool is now undertaking to fit people 
for the contacts of daily life It is 
now with the help of the home and 
hurch teaching health education as 
the foundation of living. A sound bodv 
must first he built up before the mind 
an lie adequately trained. 

The home is the weakest of these 
Miree elements. It has felt most di- 
re tlv the economic change in the 
i mmunity life because it is an eoo* 
n< mic reflex. The changes have been 
so swift that it has been impossible 
'or them to he met The family no 
’••tiger centres around a fireside. It* 
members are all out in the com- 


munity. Am a result the community 
must he definitely studied and devel- 
oped to meet these changing needs. 

It becomes essential therefore to 
build up a community conscience in 
order to accomplish such definite 
ends as city and town planning. Only 
thus may adequate leadership for 
youth be developed Organized social 
agencies of which there are over 600 
in Eastern Massachusetts are now try- 
ing to do just this and to take advan- 
tage of the group spirit of youth to 
teach such constructive principles as 
loyalties, honesties, good sportmanship 
and so on All of this is being done 
not only in an effort to repair the dam- 
ages which is indicated by the large 
numbers of prisons and reformatories 
but to prevent the spread of lawless- 
ness in the communities. 

Federated social work in the pres- 
ent American community is essential 
in order to combat the evils of urban 
life Not only is the financial stability 
of such organizations important but 
the functional co-ordination of their 
several efforts is essential. The foun- 
dation problem for each agency to 
face is the meeting of a real com- 
munity need. After that the problems 
"f co-operation, of finance, of adequate 
program building, and of serving as 
a clearing house for its members, or 
various mutual problems can be taken 
into consideration. The most import- 
ant task at the present time is creat- 
ing a better town and to build up 
vitally the home, the school and the 
church. 

Mr. Kelso very kindly answered 
several questions from the member 
agencies of a Central Council. The 
first question dealt with the value of 
a council such as this to its constit- 
uent members It may serve as a 
neutral ground for the discussion of 
problems, as a clearing house on pub- 
licity purchasing: as a social service 
exchange: as a research department 
giving assistance in case of surveys 
and studies and a joint publicity ef- 
fort which shall interpret to the en 
tire community the problem faced and 
the real efforts being made to meet 
them. 

Another question brought out the 
statement that it is possible to have a 
< ouncii ■ f social agencies without hav- 
ing a community chest. Money rais- 
ins. although important is a secondary 
consideration with such a group 
Functional interplay is its primary ob- 
jective. 

The quest i- n was also brought up as 
to the right of any organization to use 
funds contributed for its own work 
for the maintenance of such a coun- 
i cil. A careful study of the question 
made in Boston indicated that a so- 
! cial agency engaged in any phase of 
| social work can. unless there is an ex- 
! pressed prohibition in its constitution 
r a phrase in some will or deed of 
gift, use a portion of its unrestricted 
; funds to send delegates to such a con- 
I ferenee. rent space to carry . n such 
work or have membership in such a 
I ouncii as shall be for the benefit of 
| its own work and the whole com- 
i munity.

If I should take a day off and can- 
vass the city, asking each person I en- 
countered, "Don’t you think Governor 
Fuller haH made a good Governor?” 

I doubt If I would find many negative 
answers. On the other hand, I am sure 
that I would get numerous hearty ex- 
pressions of approval of his adminis- 
tration. Regardless of party politics I 
am sure that men and women every- 
where in the city would praise our 
present chief executive. 

That being the case, I would take 
the liberty of addressing these same 
admirers of Governor Fuller with a 
further query, "Why don’t you let the 
Governor know your regard for him?” 

They, no doubt, would come back at 
mo with, “What do you mean, write a 
letter?” 

And my reply would he, "No, by at- 
tending the public reception that is to 
be held in the llall of Flags at the 
State House from 10:30 to 12:30 on tho 
morning of Washington’s Birthday.” 

Without any attempt to pobc as a 
prophet 1 can safely say that this is 
the last time Governor Fuller will 
stand in line to shake hands with the 
citizens of the Commonwealth who 
come to him with, “Congratulations, 
Your Excellency.” That he Is now 
serving his last term In that capacity 
even his closest friends will admit. 

Very well then, why not take a cou- 
ple of hours of your holiday and pre- 
sent yourself at the State House on 
this patriotic occasion? Wo in Newton 
are prone to applaud the spirit dis- 
played by those who attend Governors’ 
receptions on Washington’s Birthday, 
lmt somehow we don’t go any further. 
We seldom think of going ourselves. 
That is, most of us act that way about 
it. 

Still, there are those who do go and 
go regularly. I think I should mention 
one man, who may not thank mo for 
tills publicity, and that is Representa- 
tive Arthur W. Hollis. Long before 
ho went to the Legislature he began at- 
tending these receptions with the mem- 
bers of his family and as far as I 
know hasn’t missed one in years. 

He, of course, is not the only one, 
hut I honestly believe that the whole 
Newton delegation at the State House 
on Washington’s Birthday could be 
transported in one Elevated bus and 
that vehicle not crowded. There is a 
good deal to he derived from a trip to 
the State capitol and a handclasp with 
the Governor of Massachusetts. If you 
don’t believe me, try it. 

There is, in my opinion, good 
grounds for the complaint that many 
automobilists drive at night with one 
or both headlights not burning. Some- 
body has said that the police should 
he more strict and not permit this fla- 
grant violation of the automobile laws. 
For my own part I have been inclined 
to agree with those who insist that a 
more rigid enforcement of the law 
would bring about desirable results. 

It happened, however, that I en- 
countered Mr. Frank A. Goodwin, State 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles, with 
whom I have had friendly relations for 
a number of years. I said to him, "Out 
in Newton some of us feel that a lot of 
auto drivers are getting away with 
murder in that they drive cars with 
one or two headlamps not burning. 
Whose fault Is it that they are not 
hauled before the court?” 

To this Mr. Goodwin replied, “The 
only way in which to enforce the head- 
light law in Newton or any place in 
Massachusetts is through my office. 
You talk about the police, but let me 
show you how that works out. A po- 
liceman sees a car without lights. He 
has got to chase that driver and then 
get out a complaint and bring him into 
court. The man tells a story of not 
knowing that the lights had gone back 
on him and the judge places the case 
on iile. I am not finding any fault 
with the disposition of the case, but 
l can see where a policeman gets dis- 
gusted and does not hurry about put- 
ting another man into court for the 
name violation. 

"With my inspectors on the roads 
the case is different. An inspector can 
hold up a driver and compel him to fix 
his headlights. If he doesn’t he can 
take away his number plates, which is 
a pretty good way to bring the man to 
terms. 

“The inspectors of my department 
take their vacations in November, De- 
< ember, January and February. 1 Hir- 
ing the other mo fit Its of the year we 
have a full force of inspectors at work. 
About the first of March wo start in oil 
a thorough inspection ami headlights 
are one of the tilings we get after. Wo 
are planning an intensive campaign 
this Spring and headlight offenders 
will know it." 

The brilliancy of Newton Centre 
square at night is a source of satisfac- 
tion, or should he, to tho residents of 
that section. Also, it is the cause of 
envy among the residents of other vil- 
lages. I am glad for the residents of 
Ward G that they have been thus fav- 
ored. I wish the residents of Wards l 
and 7 in Newton Corner (I still dis- 
like to use the word "corner") could 
boast of as glorious a nightly illumina- 
tion. 

Now I have no wish to give away 
any secrets nor do I wish to lie put 
down as a "night owl,” which I can 
prove l mil not, hut here is something 
that hasn’t been taken into considera- 
tion. Down in Newton Corner — did I 
say down? Well, 1 was speaking from 
a Newton Centro viewpoint. At any 
rate, in Newton Corner there is much 
activity all night, while in Newton 
Centre things are usually quiet, be- 
ginning in the shanks of the evening. 

There is just this to he considered. 
Is it intended by the powers that be 
to encourage gay night life in Newton 
Centre by supplying almost dazzling il- 
lumination, or discourage nocturnal 
revelries in Newton Corner by keeping 
the place in semi-darkness? 

Personally, I have an idea that good 
habits have become so firmly fixed tlmt 
no one would think of breaking away. 

I doubt If a night club in Newton Cen- 
tre would have any appeal because of 
this very fact. Understand, please, 
that is no intended reflection, even by 
comparison, upon the residents of New- 
ton Corner. They haven’t, us far as 


I am able to observe, any keener ap- 
petite for night life. 

But tho fact remains that there Is 
all-night car service at Newton Corner 
and that at all hours of the night 
there are many people passing through 
tli£ square. The police who are on 
nights from one to eight o’clock a. m. 
tell me I hove no Idea how many peo- 
ple are wideawake in Nonanturn 
square when the rest of the city is 
asleep or should be. It may not he 
true that because a man chooses to 
stay out all night when he ought not 
that the taxpayers must provide him 
electrical illumination. I am against 
any such idea. 

I do insist that the street lighting 
system of Newton is not a question of 
personal conduct, but of actual needs 
—of public convenience, health and 
necessity. Any other attitude Is un- 
sound. I am eager to learn why there 
isn’t a definite program looking toward 
the establishment of improved lighting 
conditions. 

While the city is in the mood for 
buying land why not a slice off Elm- 
wood street, Newton. Hero we have 
the Eliot block in the process of demo- 
lition. A new block is to take its place. 
Fine! An improvement in the appear- 
ance of the square and pretty good 
business, I should say. 

I wonder how many agree with me 
that it might he worth while to widen 
Elmwood street not only at the corner 
of Centre street hut its entire length. 
What advantage would there be in 
that, somebody asks? Just this — a di- 
version of traffic from the south to 
Park street, without passing through 
Nonanturn Square. But they don’t need 
to pass through the square, says the 
next heckler. I know they don’t, but 
if you are a stranger and coming down 
Centre street from the south you have 
passed Elmwood street before you 
know It. if Elmwood street was wider 
a driver might be induced or tempted 
or persuaded to turn right to get to 
Park street or Tremont street and 
Brighton Hill. 

Well, maybe that is too hypothetical. 
Very well then let us come down to 
the question, “Does Elmwood street, 
need to he widened?” And let us an- 
swer with, "Yes, it does.” In the first 
place it is a "feeder” for Centre street 

a thoroughfare through which there 
is constant travel. It lias an automo- 
bile complexion, not only because of 
the garage and the auto salesroom on 
the street itself, but because of the 
several garages and auto repair shops 
on Brook street. And Brook street is 
a one-way street and cars must come 
out into Elmwood street. Baldwin 
street is narrow, one of the narrowest 
in the city, and is really not a worthy 
outlet. 

Therefore with Elmwood street nar- 
row as it is and Baldwin street narrow 
there is an inevitable traffic conges- 
tion. One need only to give a casual 
glance, much less make a study of the 
situation to he convinced that Elm- 
wood street should he widened. What 
better time for the undertaking than 
now when the land at the southern cor- 
ner of Centre street is free of any 
structures? 

Mention was made in the above 
paragraph of one-way streets. I am 
informed by one who drives through 
Newton a great deal every day on bus- 
iness that we do not take our one-way 
street regulations any too seriously. 
This man says that the sign or arrow 
or sign-arrow or arrow-sign is some- 
times laughed at. 

Maybe we have too many one-way 
streets that should not be so designa- 
ted. My informant insists that he has 
seen men deliberately drive the wrong 
way on a one-way street without fear 
of detection. Of course there is noth- 
ing smart in doing that— anybody can 
get away with petty violations of the 
city ordinances. But what is the rea- 
son they are convinced that a city 
ordinance is not to be taken any too 
seriously? 

Either a one-way street should be 
maintained as such and the rule or 
ordinance completely enforced or the 
sign removed. It brings the whole set 
of city ordinances into something akin 
to contempt to have some one of them 
violated daily by regular citizens who 
otherwise represent the best type of 
citizenship. 

Why don’t we go over our one-way 
streets and see if we haven’t been too 
strict. Maybe the original farmers of 
the traffic regulations were too in- 
clusive in their designations of these 
one-way thoroughfares. I have an idea 
they may have been. If not, let us 
find out why the arrows are not ac- 
cepted as a sign of authority. It’s past 
the joking stage and should he studied 
at once and settled. 

Tin* amended city ordinance which 
provides that a property owner must 
pay the entire cost of installing water 
supply connections from the water 
main to the building served is a step 
toward making that branch of the city 
service self-supporting. As far as that 
goes it is tho one branch that really 
makes money for the city, speaking iii 
a general way. 

Now there must he other depart- 
ments, and no doubt there are, who do 
work for the taxpayers and for which 
the latter make part or full payment. 

I do not believe that the idea has been 
extended as fully as it might he. The 
special committee on water’ of the 
Board of Aldermen, however, has set 
a good example. I mean by that it 
has opened a subject of which there 
may well be a general study made. 

In the State departments the idea 
of the Governor that each department

Two extra croHB-bnrH have been re- 
cently placed on the telegraph poles 
along the right of way or the Boston & 
Albany railroad running through this 
city on the main line. The wires on 
these new bars are quite near the 
ground about i" or 1 2 feet T! e < Ity 
ordinance relating to wires specifies 
that no wire shall be less than 20 feet 
above the ground. The telegraph 
wires on the lower end of Charlesbank 
road project over one side of that 
street. While these wires ordinarily 
do not carry a high voltage there is 
always the danger that they may be- 
come charged by coming in contact 
with a highly charged wire. They are 
a menace when placed so low. Chil- 
dren may he tempted to touch them 
with some rod or pole which would 
carry the current on a wet day. 

Since Eliot Block was erected over 
50 years ago its tower has been a 
favorite borne for many pigeons. As 
the wreckers started to tear down the 
tower the pigeons which had been 
dwelling in the lofty place flew around 
the neighborhood in bewilderment. 
They still may be seen roosting on the 
remains of the nearly dismantled 
structure.

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EDITORIAL 

— o — 

One of tho most disheartening 
things with which public officials 
come in contact, is tho utter indiffer- 
ence of the average person to com- 
ply with rules and regulations de- 
signed for their own good. The only 
person who could actually do as he 
pleased was Robinson Crusoe. In a 
complex civilization, there are many 
things which must he considered if 
the good of the whole is to be pro- , 
tected. A recent example is the pub- ; 
lie indifference to the order to re 
strain an dogs from running at large. 
This order was made on account of 
the rapid increase in one of the most 
dreaded diseases of the generation. 
With 10$ cases reported in the month 
of December in a small area of Massa- 
chusetts. it should have been the duty 
as well as the desire of dog owners 
to do everything in their power to as- 
sist in stopping this horrible disease. 
Instead we have the spectacle of so 
called “good” American citizens ig- 
noring the order, and setting up their 
individual judgment of what is best 
for the community, regardless of con- 
sequences. When we consider the 
many ways in which American citi- 
zens abuse the constitutional right? 
of others to life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness, we are almost in- 
clined to invite Mussolini to rule this 
country for a short time and use 
stern measures ou every delinquent. 

We have little sympathy with the 
apparent deadlock which seems to ex- 
ist at the State House over the proper 
solution of the Elevated problem. We 
can easily understand the attitude of j 
the stockholders representatives in 
tho Legislature in advocating a re- 
turn to private management of a prop- 
erty which has been put into splen- 
did condition by the taxpayers of the 
Metropolitan district. It can easily be 
assumed that if this is done, some i 
five years later when the property 
has again been depreciated, it would 
have to be taken over again by public- 
control and the process repeated. Pub- 
lic ownership, of course, is out of the 
question and it therefore seems as if 
Mr. Harriman's measure for a con- 
tinuation of public control is the only 
reasonable suggestion before the 
proper solution of the matter.

We have considerable regard and 
respect for tho work Mr. Frank A. 
Goodwin is doing as Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles, not only for the ef- 
forts he is making to protect the 
lives of pedestrians and to make the 
streets safe for the reasonable use .

NEWTON WELFARE 
BUREAU 


The high spots this week in legis- 
lative affairs were the hearings on the 
proposed padlock bill nnd that on Jury 
service for women. The pndlock law 
will assist the State police in their 
much needed supervision over the road 
houses and by preventing the reopen- 
ing of such places after conviction. It 
is most desirnble legislation. Jury 
service for women will continue to be 
a debatable question. Bills tills year 
called for compulsory service ns jurors 
and for optional service. If any action 
is to be taken on this question it cer- 
tainly ought to begin with optional 
service. 

At a recent committee meeting on 
a bill to prevent the solicitation for 
automobile rides. Senator Moyse of 
Waltham highly praised the system in- 
augurated in Newton by the pupils of 
the high school. 

A bill which ought to pass was that 
heard last week by Municipal Finance 
under which a city council four-fifths 
vote could increase items in the bud- 
get. Under the present law, the board 
of aldermen can only reduce or strike 
out items recommended by the mayor. 
It has no initiative of itself, except 
through a roundabout and cumbersome 
procedure. In some instances. New- 
burvport for instance, it is conceivable 
that the city council might have better 
financial views than the mayor. 

We hear that the election laws com- 
mittee will refer to the next session 
most of the recommendations of the 
recess committee on revision of the 
election laws. This committee, even 
when the writer was a member of it. 
was always timid on any proposed 
changes and evidently Intends to pass 
the buck to future committees. 

Another instance of the supineness 
of the average legislator is the adverse 
report on the bill Lr-ehange the con- 
stitution relative to the election of the 
four minor State officers. This bill 
was the first step towards the short 
ballot and could only muster three 
votes in committee in favor. 

A bill which ought to have a favor- 
able report will be heard next Tuesday 
by the pension committee and which 
would allow the Commonwealth to re- 
tain for one year the services of Mr. 
H. H. Boynton, who would otherwise 
be retired on account of age in June. 
Mr. Boynton is the authority on mat- 
ters of elections and with a presiden- 
tial election coming it is highly de- 
sirable that his experience and knowl- 
edge should be available.

THE PROPOSED PARKWAY 

February 1 6th, 1928. 

To the Editor: 

Since the publication of the note in 
your paper last week about the pro- 
posed parkway or boulevard from a 
point at or near the junction of Ham- 
mond street and Newton street in 
Brookline and to the junction of Bea- 
con street and Glen avenue in Newton, 
House Bill 438, several persons have 
asked me to explain more about the 
proposed route and the reasons for not 
liking them. If the reader will take 
a Newton map they can probably fol- 
low the outline of the suggested 
routes as shown upon the plan at the 
City Engineer’s office at City Hall, 
Newton. 

Beginning at the Junction of Ham- 
mond street and Newton street, Brook- 
line. the favored line I believe passes 
through the middle of Saw Mill Brook 
and Swamp in a straight line omit- 
ting the border road idea as laid out 
by the former Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission and then in about a straight 
line to Heath street. Then through 
land of Healy, Hammell, and Sonsintii 
to Bovlston street. Then crossing 
Boylston street through land of 
O’Laughlin and Driscoll, through Stan- 
ley land and the Gabrielle Annunzio 
Club of Newton land to Madoc road. 

From this point two routes are sug- 
gested and shown on the plan. The 
first over Carlisle road to Elgin 
street, then across Warren street to 
low land between Warren street and 
Burnham’s mill then by a turn at 
about right angles to connect with the 
under pass at the railroad to Beacon 
street. 

The other route follows Madoc road 
to Langley road then over Langley 
road to Warren street and over the 
Langley road Bridge to Newton Cen- 
tre Square and the Five Corners so 
called, one of the most dangerous 
spots in Newton. 

In answer to what is tho matter 
with these routes proposed; I would 
sav that it looks like a traffic street 
proposition instead of a parkway. The 
straight line splitting the Saw Mill 
Brook meadow in two instead of fol- 
lowing the park road along the border 
as proposed by the late Park Com- 
mission would indicate this hurried 
traffic without any advantage from 
houses abutting upon tho new road 
thereby increasing taxable property. 

Glen avenue route is too devious and 
too dangerous, looks as if the effort 
to save a railroad bridge is done at the 
sacrifice of public convenience and 
safety at a very bad point to enter 
Beacon street going either way. 

The other route shown over Madoc 
road and Langley road is too steep 
and too dangerous, it runs through 
closely built up property with ledges 
and high retaining walls at the steep- 
est portion. It would enter Newton 
Centre Square at the most congested 
point which will be more so when the 
Newton Post Office is finished on Sum- 
mer street. This is now under con- 
struction. 

The way out of this is to go to tho 
original line as laid out through New- 
ton with such modifications as need 
he near Boylston street, and build tho 
new bridge opposite Ilobard road. This 
would avoid the had connection point 
at Beacon street, would avoid exces- 
sive steep grades, would avoid closely 
built up country and would give a 
connection along which property could 
develop thereby giving addition land 
to market into house lots and increase 
the revenue to help pay for this con- 
struction. Better to build in new ter- 
ritory than to tear down old to no 
advantage. I hope the original route 
will prevail and he adhered to.

The voters who 
use these trains leave their beds lie- 
tween 5 and 6:30 o’clock, long before 
daylight in early December; and to 
ask them to sot the alarm clock a half 
hour earlier in order to vote in a con- 
test for alderman at large in some 
neighboring ward is putting quite a 
strain upon poor human nature. Of 
course hardly any of them nre able to 
leave Boston in the middle of the af- 
ternoon to vote before 4:30. 

if voting hours were plnced say from 
10:30 a. m. to 8:30 p. in., there would 
he a fair opportunity for every one and 
I believe a larger vote would result. 
There may lie some serious objection 
to such a change, hut I doubt that its 
importance is commensurate with that 
of getting out the vote.

The Newton Community Club held 
a most interesting meeting last Thurs- 
day afternoon, ns usual In Underwood 
School Hall. Announcement was made 
by Mrs. William W. Colton, corre- 
sponding secretary, of the first Finan- 
cial Lecture which will occur on 
March 1st, at 3 p. m., in the Commit- 
tee room at the rear of Underwood 
School Hall. Mrs. Harry W. Fitts, 
president, turned the next portion of 
the meeting over to the Legislative 
chairman, Mrs Robert G. Howard, who 
introduced the speakers on the ques- 
tion that the State Executive Board 
has voted to present to Clubs for ac- 
tion before the midwinter meeting of 
the 24th. Mrs Willard Woodbury, a 
former Legislative chairman for the 
State, spoke in favor of endorsement 
or disapproval of bills by the State 
Federation as a body. She cleverly 
spiked the guns of the adversaries, ns 
she thought, by admitting many of 
their arguments, namely: that educa- 
tion Is needed, and this is a long proc- 
ess (an admission that later recoiled 
upon her unexpectedly, due to the 
quick wits of her opponent, Mrs. 
Spear), that we have been exploited 
and used in the past, so discrediting 
our intelligence and the value of our 
endorsement, and that the General 
Federation endorses policies not bills, 
so that we do not need to endorse bills 
to follow them. She brought out the 
one point that in sending delegates to 
a meeting the Clubs signified their 
willingness to have, say, one thousand 
women, decide for seventy thousand, 
this being obligatory just as all other 
representative government is today, 
blit she stressed the need of having 
delegates Informed, and worthy of 
trust. She flattered the women by 
showing their rise in power, whereas 
a few years ago a woman could not 
have gotten an interview with a prom 
incut politician, today she sits in her 
office and pushes a button and he 
comes to her. 

Mrs. Ellis Spear, Jr., Legislative 
chairman of the Newton Federation, 
who is courageously speaking ou her 
opinion on the question, made some 
telling points for the opposition. She 
stated that there have been many 
splendid fields in which Clubs have 
worked during the past year besides 
legislative endorsements, such as art, 
literature, education., civic, etc. She 
retorted on the educational policy 
needing more than a year to become 
informed and that one year of it. there- 
fore, was not a fair trial. She fur- 
ther made the indisputable and unan- 
swerable point thnt bills become so 
changed from their inception to final 
form as enacted that they are almost 
unrecognizable as the original one en 
dorsed, hence the danger of endorse- 
ment. And she pointed out the fact 
that there is still the most useful way 
of influencing legislation by going di- 
rect to the legislators, as individuals, 
rather than as a delegate body. She 
then spoke of the compromise measure 
that is planned for substitution about 
which Mrs. Grace Morrison Poole had 
talked with her that morning. The 
text of ‘this was not known, hut it 
would offer, it was said, the power to 
the State Board to endorse in crisis or 
emergency. 

Mrs. Howard asked for an informal 
expression of opinion on the three 
questions. Four Club members voted 
as in favor of endorsement or record- 
ing of disapproval. Somewhat over 
thirty voted against endorsement. And 
about the same number voted for com- 
promise. It can not he questioned, 
therefore, that the feeling of the Club 
is against the question of endorsement 
as it now stands. 

The program then passed on to mer- 
rier matters, with Mrs. Fitts intro- 
ducing the lecturer, Mrs. Beatrice 
Forbes Robertson Hale, with a Hit of 
grace and wit. Mrs. Hale's lecture on 
“Clothes and Manners" was not only 
interesting hut charming as well, with 
plenty of humorous touches which 
pleased her audience to laughter that 
was spontaneously a tribute of approv- 
al. She gave an amusing history of 
the various changes which have over- 
taken the "skirt," which was and still 
is the basis of all costume, men’s or 
women’.#, though the former may not 
realize it. The cutaway of today is 
simply the evolution of the skirt that 
had to he parted, then pinned back, 
then cut, for the convenience of men in 
j riding, and the skirt is still donned as 
I a mark of high rank by the college 
graduate, the doctor, the lawyer, the 
priest, and the king, a relic of the days 
when the trailing skins of animals 
proved success and superior prowess. 
The more successful the man through 
all the centuries the more elaborate 
the trailing garments and skirts of 
himself and his wife in proof thereof! 
Not the least of Mrs. Hale’s success as 
a lecturer was due to her acting abil- 
ity of demonstrating the various eras 
of dress. Her comments on former 
styles, as bathing skirts, on veils as 
an allure for susceptible mankind, on 
"rats," on hustles and the Grecian 
bend, and the still padded shoulders of 
men, were delightful. Wo discover that 
women have achieved the best in 
dress, and that men are still in slav- 
ery. since they suffer from the high 
collar, "shoot their cuffs,” and have to 
take off thoir coats to drive a nail! 
Her summary struck the proper Ideal- 
istic note us showing that freedom in 
dress, in manners, and in thought lmd 
made the American woman able to 
make friends world-wide, and to open 
a new friendship of demoerao 


At tho close of the meeting refresh- ' 
merits were served, and many stayed 
to enjoy this pleasurable half-hour of 
social intercourse.

STOP COASTING 

AT BOYD PARK 

Parents of children in the neighbor- 
hood of Boyd park were quite indig- 
nant following the last couple of snow- 
storms when employees of the Play- 
ground Department sanded the coasts 
at the playground there to prevent 
coasting. Boyd Park playground is lo- 
ented in the hollow formerly occupied 
by Boyd Pond. Children of the vicin- 
ity for years have enjoyed coasting 
down the hanks on the east side of 
the playground. Being unable to coast 
on Gardner street, which, prior to the 
common use of automobiles, was a fav- 
orite coasting place, the little ones had 
only Boyd Park to coast on. 

Supt. Ernest Hermann of the Play- 
ground Department upon being inter- 
viewed regarding the coasting situa- 
tion at Boyd Park said, -“Regarding 
the coasting privilege on the south end 
of Boyd playground, owing to the dan- 
ger of sliding into the brook which is 
raised during the winter months for 
skating purposes, we had to curtail 
the coasting at this end. We also 
found that the children got hurt by 
sliding into our tennis backstops. The 
wire netting on the backstop has been 
ruined several winters in spite of pre- 
cautions. We now sand the bank of 
this hill the moment there is any dan- 
ger from coasting, believing that i; is 
in the best interests of the children. 

We allow coasting in the center of 
the playground, we are, however, 
quite handicapped by the fact that we 
cannot prevent short-cutting across the 
playground from the Watertown end. 
If we had a suitable fence around the 
whole playground we could stop this 
and also prevent a great deal of mis- 
chief that is done by hoys at the Wa- 
tertown end. The Playground Commis- 
sion has recommended several times 
that a suitable fence he erected around 
tin* whole playground. 

The usefulness of t lie playground 
would in* increased by about an acre if 
t lie brook could lie covered and the 
whole playground raised a number of 
feet. 

It is a pity that owing to the brook 
and tin- high Dank so much of the land

ABOUT TOWN

Alderman Fred Woodcock of Ward 2 
has taken a definite stand on t he mat- 
ter of granting permits to children to 
participate in entertainments. He 
contends that school children should 
not be permitted to participate in an 
entertainment on any night other than 
a Friday or Saturday night. Mr. 
Woodcock was for a number of years 
a member of the Winthrop School 
Board and that body adopted this rule 
on the assumption that a child who 
is up late on a night is apt either 
not to attend school the next day, or 
to be so tired as tumble to give the 
proper attention to school work that 
day. 


Newton, like many other New Eng- 
land communities, is feeling the de- 
presion In the textile industry. The 
manufacture of textiles for over a cen- 
tury was New England’s leading in- 
dustry. The chief cause of the hun- 
dreds of Idle worsted and cotton mills 
in New England is the prevailing 
style in women’s wear. Silk and ra- 
yon instead of wool and cotton, and 
not much silk and rayon. Many t lion- 
sands of men and women are idle in 
New England. The effect of closed 
textile mills is being severely felt in 
all lines of business in New England. 
If 1 110 women and girls of New Eng- 
land desire prosperity to return to 
tills section they can be of vital as- 
sistance by again wearing clothing 
made of wool and cotton. 

It 1ms been the popular Impression 
that the vogue of abbreviated and 
diaphonous garments has made the 
fair sex healthier and hardier. But 
reports from state health departments 
in various parts of this country show 
an alarming increase in tuberculosis 
due to insufficient clothing. If such 
reports continue possibly the worsted 
mills in New England may again re 
sttme their former activity.

The railroads of i lit* 
time were keenly aggresshe, and llu\\ 
inaugurated a war o| cutthroat coin 
petition, giving rehales to heavy and 
regular shippers- -a sort of bidding 
for business At first the rebates were 
welcomed l».\ shippers, who were Hal 
tered by tin* thought that they were 
getting something for nothing. The 
practice became sttcli an abuse ilini 
more than one gi .in firm faced liiiuu 
• ial disaster been use of It. No one 
ever knew Just how great was Hi.* re 
latte that his competitor obtained and 
i lie whole situation added a trade 
hazard that was imiiieasttrable. The 
rebate* rail from It) to 25 per cent ot 
the published lari IT. It was, of course, 
dllllciilt for the concern that was able 
to obtain only ID per cent rebate to 
compete with the ope i lull got tlie 25 
per cent reduction Another phase ol 
the rebate system was that tlie rebate 
was merely a sort of "gentlemen's 
agreement" between the trader and 
some high official of tlie railroad. 
Nothing ever was written about tlie 
rebate. Thu "genllemen’s agreement" 
soiituliines became u disagreement and 
there was then no way to force tlie 
railroad to live up to tlie understand- 
ing.— James A. Pullen, In Chicago 
Daily News.

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Aldermen Seek Lower 
Light And Power Rates 

Citizens Object To Pole Locations — 
Other Business Transacted 


The regular meeting of tlie Board 
of Aldermen was featured by a mo- 
tion made by Alderman Bail asking 
that a resolution be passed requesting 
tin* Mayor to have City Solicitor Bart- 
lett seek a reduction in tlie rates for 
light and power furnished by tlie Edi- 
son Company in Newton. Mr. Bail 
remarked that “eleven months ago 
Governor Fuller had started war on 
the lighting companies of this state 
to bring about lower rates. Many 
have done so and the Aldermen of 
Newton should go on record favoring 
lower rates for tills city.” 

Alderman Heatlicote asked Mr. Bail, 
“Do you know how the rates in New- 
ton compare with those charged in 
other communities by the Edison Com- 
pany? We should have facts and fig- 
ures before we do anything on this." 
Mr. Bail replied that "ho is no light- 
ing expert lint lie does know that 
Springtield, Worcester and Cambridge 
are getting lower rates.” He added 
that this matter is about to come be- 
fore the Public Utilities Commission 
and this resolution will enable the City 
Solicitor to look after tlie interests of 
tlu* city. The resolution was passed 
by tlie Board. 

The first matter to come before the 
meeting was a hearing on the petition 
of tlie Electric Rug Washing Company 
for a permit to install a 500-gallon 
gasoline tank at 3 Bridge street in 
tin* barn formerly used by the Aetna 
Mills. No person appeared to object. 

Albert T. Stuart appeared and asked 
for a permit to erect a 50-car public 
garage and to relocate two pumps and 
install an additional pump at tlie till- 
ing station located at 1119 Walnut 
street, Newton Highlands. He stated 
that he plans to erod;’ a modern ga- 
rage and improve tlie property at this 
place, improving the pvemises and af- 
fording a setback -vliich will be of 
an advantage to ?.ut ;oundin; r prop- 
erty. 

C. F. Leatlierbee of 100 Prince 
street, West Newton, appearing for 
.Miss Carroll <>i Prince street and 
Miss Freeman of Mount Vernon 
street, objected to tlie petition of the 
Edison Company for a permit to place 
5 poles on Mount Vernon street. He 
argued that this is a very high class 
neighborhood and that Mr. Perlev 
Crosby who is building new houses on 
Hosnier circle can get electrical ser- 
vice for these houses in some other 
way than by having tlie poles placed 
on Mount Vernon street. 

Mr. R. M. Chase, representing his 
mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Chase of Hill- 
side avenue, protested against the 
erection of tlie poles. He remarked 
that tlu* objectors have no desire to 
make it hard for Mr. Crosby, hut in 
deference to tlie old folks who have re- 
sided for most of their lives in this 
neighborhood, who admire its attract- 
iveness, and who object to their view 
being spoiled by the poles, lie hopes 
that some other way will lie found to 
bring tlie service to the new houses.

M. & B. RAISES PAY 

Tilt* quest i ui of a # wage increase, 

which has been hanging tin- for somi 
time between : lie Middlesex A Bos- 
ton Street Railway and its employe •>. 
was settled on Tuesday, when a ref- 
erendum vote was taken on the offer 
of the company to grant an increase 
of one cent an hour to the men. The 
voting was held in the car barns at 
Waltham. Lexington. Natick and Au- 
burndale. Of the 179 votes cast. 9G 
favored the offer and S3 objected to 
it. The raise, which is retroactive to 
January 1st. makes the wages 64 
cents an hour for operators of busses 
atul one-man cars, and 59 cents an 
hour for motormen and conductors on 
two-men cars. Last fear a similar in- 
crease was given by the company. 


Tho Jong deliberations of the Joint 
committee of Aldermen and School 
Committee members over the site of 
a new school at Newtonville almost 
came to a successful culmination last 
week when a conference was held with 
the Playground Commission. If. was 
revealed then that the site desired was 
at that, end of the Cabot Park play- 
ground next to Cabot street. In the 
opinion of the School Committee and 
their associates from the Aldermen, 
this would be an ideal site, located 
as it is next to a large playground and 
in the midst of a rapidly growing dis- 
trict. 

The idea did not, however, meet 
with the approval of the Playground 
Commission. Its members feel that 
Newton not only will need in future 
years all the areas It now ha3 for 
playgrounds but that additional land 
will be desirable. The playground 
commission had yielded land at the 
Lower Falls playground for a school 
site and with this request for another 
concession for school purposes, mem- 
bers of the playground body decided 
"that enough is enough,” and that the 
yielding of more playground sites for 
school purposes might develop into a 
regular practice. Land on the other 
end of Cabot Park, near Newtonville 
avenue, was tendered as a site for 
tlie new school, but this suggestion 
was turned down by the school com- 
mittee because of the proximity of 
this site to a factory and freight yard. 
Neither was the suggestion that land 
lie taken to the west of Laundry 
Brook because of the expense in- 
volved. It was proposed that the prop- 
erty of the John A. Andrew Home on 
Washington Park, next to the Claflin 
School be taken, as it was understood 
that the management of this institu- 
tion for veterans of the Civil War and 
their wives desired to dispose of this 
property. It was learned that such is 
not the case. 

Members of the committee of aider- 
men and school committee members 
composing the joint committee on new 
school buildings deny that there is 
anything hut harmony between them 
and the Playground Commission. When 
it was ascertained that the latter do 
not favor the taking of the site at 
Cabot Park, the Joint committee took 
measures to recommend another site 
and it is probable that at the next 
meeting of the Aldermen the taking 
of this site will be asked for. The 
matter of selecting sites for school 
houses is within the province of the 
Board of Aldermen, subject to con- 
sultation with the Svhool Committee, 
it has been the practice to defer to 
the wishes of the latter body in this 
respect and undoubtedly the aldermen 
will work in harmony with the School 
Committee in this matter

proval of the police authorities. In 
fact I haven’t a doubt they would like 
to do It themselves. 

Application of the paint, I believe, 
is necessary to a better enforcement 
of automobile regulations. Every vil- 
lage square would be the happier for 
it. The idea would not be new but 
more definite than in the past. It 
would be for the good of automobile 
drivers and pedestrians as well. 

As things are at present we have 
faint lines here and there which are 
intended to show where we should 
walk, if pedestrians, and where we 
should drive and park if drivers. The 
trouble is they are almost obliterated. 
You may possibly find a few traces of 
paint but nothing to forcibly attract 
the eye and less to guide the feet. 

If Newton is to be made auto-regu- 
lations conscious instead of resistant 
paint has got to be used. I notice that 
‘the taxi stands are on the job. They 
have marked with yellow paint the 
area allotted to them, politely indicat- 
ing that they expect other automo- 
bilists to keep off their territory. 

Now then it isn’t to be expected that 
we can have in Newton a complete 
enforcement of traffic regulations un- 
less the people who are to observe 
them know what they are expected to 
do. If there are two distinct white 
lines indicating a crossing the foot- 
travelers may confidently believe they 
are walking where they should. If at 
the curb the street is marked in white 
paint “Do Not Park Here” or “Park 
Parallel to Curb” or “Park at an An- 
gle” the automobilist may govern him- 
self accordingly. 

Until white paint is used for these 
markings things are going to be in a 
mussy state. A policeman, knowing 
the rules, is bound to have a clash 
with a driver who doesn't know them. 
A mean argument is likely to follow. 
Why not avoid all this and at the 
same time make conditions as they 
should be? Again. I say, let’s paint 
the town. 

What can we do to get a new Post- 
office for Newton? Yes. I mean Wards 
1 and 7, or Newton Corner if that is 
more descriptive. The volume of busi- 
ness there. I am credibly informed, 
is three times greater than any other 
postofflee in this city, but for 20 years 
we have had to get along the best way 
we could. 

Consider the quarters. In the first 
place they are not as large as some 
of the smaller stores. I recall that 
during the Christmas rush people were 
packed Into a small space. Two lines 
or men and women with bundles to be 
mailed completely choked up the 
whole works. Anybody desiring to get 
to a lock-box had to break through. 
The situation was deplorable, but, as 
everybody was in a hurry, little com- 
plaint was heard. 

Of course the public must expect 
to take what it is handed by the postal 
authorities, but as far as I can recall 
a good, rousing protest will get some- 
thing after all. Way back in 1920 
it happened that I was traveling 
through the South with President 
Coolidge, then a candidate for Vice- 
President. In Middlesboro, Kentucky, 
of which I doubt if half-a-dozen read- 
ers of this column have ever heard, 
they had a splendid postofflee build- 
ing. with only Federal offices. Think 
of that! Newton would be so upset 
if any such structure were built here 
they wouldn’t think of writing letters, 
so amazed would they be at the grand 
style of the building. 

Doesn’t this show we could have a 
better postofflee in Newton if we went 
after it in the way we should? New- 
ton is solidly Republican, or at least 
by a large majority, and doesn’t need 
the political attention received by 
cities where the political complexion 
is doubtful. That makes some differ- 
ence. But why not reward us for it? 
Why punish us? 

Perhaps you will say the question 
should be settled on its merits. 1 
agree with you. Yet. at the same time, 
I want to see a new postofflee in New- 
ton Corner. Think of what wo have 
now — one with a door that doesn't 
stay closed unless locked and hardly 
enough room in which to swing your 
arms when fishing in your pocketbook. 

If only some of our local organiza- 
tions would start the clamor I think 
there would lie results. It is nice to 
he amiable and complacent but it is 
better to have those qualities along 
with a nice new* postofflee of proper 
size and up-to-date equipment. 

It makes no difference to me whether 
the Boston & Maine Railroad builds 
a new North Station with or without 
an arena, hotel, etc. The scheme 
sounds grand and maybe it is for ail 
I know. What does interest mo is 
whether we could got the Boston Ac 
Albany to make over some of its de- 
pots in this city Into halls and audi- 
toriums. 


desire for publicity. 

In these days when so many business 
concerns, manufacturing enterprises 
and countless other commercial enter- 
prises have their speakers’ bureau it 
isn’t so difficult for this organization 
or that to obtain somebody to address 
i meeting. Naturally the speaker has 
an idea he wants to put before his 
hearers. If he can arouse a greater 
interest in the particular thing his 
firm sells or in the industry in gen- 
eral he lias accomplished his purpose. 

I have never heard anybody com- 
plain that they were not entertained. 
Some topics are far more absorbing 
than others, but the method of spread- 
ing information is a good one. Peo- 
ple like to learn, although they may 
prefer the most palatable way possible. 

Once in a while I hear of a city 
official who has spoken before some 
lub or society or lodge. We, of course, 
have our eloquent Mayor, who gives 
ns many pleasant hours by his felici- 
tous speeches. Still, I wonder if we 
could not get even more out of City 
Hall in the way of knowledge. 

Municipal affairs are something o*. 
which the average citizen learns more 
by second hand than actual contact. 
1 am sure if he got his learning from 
the man who does the work as the 
city’s representative it would be doubly 
worth while. I don’t know any better 
way than to establish a speakers’ bu- 
reau at City Hall. That isn’t a jest, 
but as earnest a statement as I have 
made. 

Suppose it were known by clubs, 
societies, lodges, etc., that some city 
official could tell a lot of things about 
the running of his department that 
isn’t common knowledge, and, further- 
more, that such a* mail was available 
as a speaker, I believe it would pro- 
vide a splendid attraction for most 
any occasion. 

There are to be obtained nowadays 
motion pictures through a minimum 
of expense — $1000 say for a machine, 
lights, etc. And these can be run off 
any place without lire hazard. A 
screen, seven feet square, serves the 
purpose admirably. Certainly the in- 
vestment is a small one and I believe 
the return to the city itself would be 
invaluable. 

There arq many things about the city 
we could learn in this way and have 
the information not only brought to 
us by speakers but shown on the 
screen in an entertaining way. It 
isn’t a wild scheme when you stop and 
think about it. The details, I am sure, 
could be worked out with compara- 
tively small expense. 

What I would like to see is to have 
the City of Newton sell Newton to its 
citizens. It would keep the customers 
satisfied and pleased, 1 am sure, and 
after all, is that good business all 
around? 

I was talking with a prominent wom- 
an who had directed a successful in- 
door entertainment. It was one of 
those affairs in which many people 
participated and which proved of much 
public interest. Moreover, it was con- 
ducted with marked efficiency. There 
were committees for everything and 
these committees did their work well. 
Naturally the affair turned out to be 
a complete success. 

So impressed was I that I took occa- 
sion to praise the organization mem* 
hers and* congratulate their leader. 
Site smiled and replied, “Now tomor- 
row I’ve got to do the cleaning up. 
There is never a committee for that.” 
“Somebody will assist you, won’t 
they?” I asked. 

"Possibly,” she replied, “but did you 
ever hear of a Committee on Cleaning- 
up Afterwards?” 

That was a new one. I had to con- 
fess 1 never had. “A Committee on 
Cleaning-up Afterwards.” Not a bad 
idea. We have a Committee of Ar- 
rangements, a Press Committee, an 
Entertainment Committee, a Supper 
Committee and all varieties of commit- 
tees, but never a Committee on Clean- 
ing-up Afterwards. 

Maybe this idea, if carried out, 
would make things easier for every- 
body. 1 wonder if it wouldn’t lie a 
good thing if adopted. Anyway, there’s 
the suggestion and 1 have no hesita- 
tion in pushing it along even if it is 
not original.

INTERESTING OLD DOCUMENT 


The good folks of Newton nearly 
150 years ago bad their problems to 
meet even as the folks of Newton to- 
day have problems. An interesting 
old document which may be found 
among the official files of the city 
reads as follows: 

Newton, April 24th, 178G. 
Gentlemen: 

We whose names are hereunto sub- 
scribed, humbly request the favour of 
you to insert an Article in Your War- 
rant for the next Town Meeting; For 
;he inhabitants of the Town if they 
think proper to choose a Committee 
of Five Persons, to give such Instruc- 
tions to their Representative (if one 
should be chosen) as they shall judge 
necessary for the Interest of the Town 
and Commonwealth.- -And that said 
Committee may also be appointed as 
Censors, whose business may be to 
inspect and Enquire into the Conduct 
of such Persons (if any there may be) 
who misspend their time and money 
at Public Houses or in any other Dis- 
orderly Way or Manner whatever; 
and to give information of sucli and of 
all other Misdemeanours, to the Se- 
lectmen. from time to time, as shall 
come within the Jurisdiction of Select- 
men: —and to prevent, as much as 
possible, all Vagrants and other Idle 
Persons that do not belong to the 
Town from dwelling among us; and 
thereby and by Encouraging Industry 
and Frugality, and setting our own 
poor to work (who are in general com- 
plaining for want of Labour) we may 
ward off some considerable cost and 
charge from t he Town.

Representative Arthur W. Hollis 
was one of those who opposed the 1)111 
before the Legislature whieh seeks to 
allow busses on highways to have ;* 
maximum length of 33 feet instead of 
28 feet, ns at prosent.

Nearly every autoist can testify of 
busses rushing by at high spoed and 
then cutting in perilously close. Too 
many accidents and fatalities have 
already been caused by big busses oper- 
ated at express train speed by reckless 
drivers to allow this menaco to be 
further increased by making the busses 
5 feet longer. Our highways were 
not Intended for big busses and huge 
freight trucks which both hide the 
view of the ordinary autoist and force 
him off the road. 

Frank A. Goodwin, Registrar of Mo- 
tor Vehicles, has accomplished much 
good in making our highways com- 
paratively safe. Rut Mr. Goodwin has 
lost much of his popularity by his ac- 
tivities in matters apart from his du- 
ties. Tlie impression has become prev- 
alent that Mr. Goodwin craves public- 
ity. Just what good he expected to 
accomplish by his recently made state- 
ment regarding the illegality of traf- 
fic signals is a question that is puz- 
zling t lie average citizen. Huge sums 
have been spent in this state by cities 
and towns on traffic signals for the 
purpose of safeguarding lives and 
property. While many persons knew 
that there lias been a technical ques- 
tion as to the legality of these signals 
e < 'I 111 *' “fool law" - 
some years ago which gave vehicles 
approaching from the right the pre- 
cedence at a street intersection, 99% 
of autoists realized the value of traffic 
signals and obeyed them willingly. Mr. 
Goodwin issues a list of fatalities to 
tlie press each week and exhorts the 
public to co-operate in saving human 
lives. The attitude lie has taken on 
traffic signals will not tend to lessen 
tlie number of automobile accidents.

The 
circumstances surrounding this case 
are so unusual that we are sure our 
people will take an active part in mak- 
ing it a success. It should be noted that 
If the pending pension bill, now at the 
State House, had been in effect last 
month, the city would have been able 
to pay an annuity to the widow of Mr. 
Jackson. In the absence of such pen- 
sion authority let us see to it that 
proper provisions are made in other 
ways.

If the friends of Mr. Hoover for 
president in this city have any inten- 
tion to turn their friendship into 
practical work, there is very little 
time left for effective organization. 
Results in politics are not obtained by 
merely wishing. Candidates for dele- 
gates should be selected at once, and 
nomination papers circulated to ob- 
tain 190 names necessary to place a 
name on the official ballot.

to oppose the petition. lie reiterated 
his statement made last November, 
that this client does not want this im- 
provement made before next Novem- 
ber because of finaneial reasons. While 
she will not benefit because of It. she 
must pay a considerable part of the 
cost. Mr. Irwin called attention to the 
faet that John T. Burns, whose prop- 
erty would he assessed for the im- 
provement. is in Florida, and the mat- 
ter should not be acted upon until 
Mr. Burns returns and has a chance 
to be heard on this question. He ar- 
gued that to do so would be akin to 
the injustice which the colonists 
fought against, “taxation without rep- 
resentation," and It would resemble 
the passage of the 18th Amendment 
when the young men of this nation 
weie overseas lighting for their coun- 
try. 

Mr. Boynton and Mr. Dill of Brack- 
ett road appeared to advocate a sewer 
in that street. William Farrell, rep- 
resenting the estate of Michael Mad- 
den. objected to the construction of 
the sewer ns proposed. Mr. Madden 
owns a frontage of 700 feet along 
Brackett road and would pay most of 
the cost for the sewer, which will be 
of no benefit to him. 

On the petition for a sewer in Wal- 
den street. L. W. Needham appeared 
in favor and Ezra Clark in opposition. 
No opposition developed to the peti- 
tions for sewers In Cherry, Cabot, 
Blake streets. Wauwinet, Calvin and 
Manhattan roads. 

A hearing was assigned for March 5 
on the matter of widening and relocat- 
ing the corners of Centre and Lombard 
streets. Newton. 

Chairman Hawkins of the Fran- 
chises and Licenses Committee report- 
ed that the following petitions were 
recommended: W. J. Doherty, permit 
to enlarge gasoline station at 903 
Washington street; Royal Motors 
Company, license to deal in second- 
hand motor cars at 796 Beacon street; 
Paxton’s, Incorporated, common vict- 
ualler’s license at Sll Washington 
street. Mr. Hawkins explained that 
the committee had reported adversely 
on the petition of Lawrence Winslow 
for a common victualler’s license at 
335 Walnut street, Newtonville, and 
Joseph Flynn for a similar license at 
329 Walnut street. Ho stated that 
Winslow conducts a variety store and 
the Flynn store is not properly 
equipped. 

The committee reported favorably 
on the matter of requesting the Edi- 
son Company to place its wires under- 
ground on Walnut street between Aus- 
tin and Highland avenue. 

On the recommendation of the 
Finance Committee, the Board voted 
to pay $11,000 additional damages to 
the Kenmore Realty Company on the 
property at the corner of Elm and 
Washington streets. West Newton, 
which is being taken for the widening 
of Elm street. For an additional traf- 
fic signal on the Walnut street bridge 
at Newtonville, $700 was appropriated. 
This signal will be used in conjunc- 
tion with the signal at the intersection 
of Washington and Walnut streets. 

Communications were received 
through Mayor Childs from the New- 
ton Chamber of Commerce asking for 
action on the installing of a new sig- 
nal system for the* Fire and Police de- 
partments and the erection of a build- 
ing in connection with the system; 
from Joseph Keller and others asking 
for restriction of heavy traffic on cer- 
tain streets in Auburndale. Julius 
Lucht. librarian of the Newton Libra- 
ry, asked that the word “janitor” he 
changed to “janitors” for employees 
of the Library Department eligible to 
vacations and sick leaves. 

! Petitions were received from Sadie 
Kostick asking that Edmunds Brook 
he covered. Elizabeth Emmons asked I 
that Avalon road he laid out and ac- j 
cepted under the Betterment Law. i 
The petition of Rose Dearborn for I<> 
howling alleys on Bacon street, which 
was turned down at the last meeting. | 
bobbed up again. Apparently whoever 
presented this petition places little 
weight on the decision of tin* Licenses 
Committee and the Board. Other peti- 
tions were received from Charles 
Chaisson for a gasoline filling station 
at 302 Watertown street, Nonantum, 
and from John W. Scott for a gasoline 
station at 1172 Beacon street, Wahan. 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
reported favorably on the matter of 
having members of the Newton police 
force co-operate with the Assessing 
Department in listing residents of this 
city. They will supplant assistant as- 
sessors in this work; the latter will 
confine their work to the listing of 
automobiles and personal property. 
This year but eight precincts will he 
covered by the police. These precincts 
will for the most part he on the north 
side of the B. A: A. tracks in closely 
settled neighborhoods. The Board 
voted to make tills change. Chairman 
Baker of the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee explained that the assistant 
assessors have not produced desirable 
results in listing people.

FIRE SIGNAL SYSTEM 

The Board of Directors of the New- 
ton Chamber of Commerce addressed 
a communication tills week to the 
Newton Board of Aldermen requesting 
an early hearing on the recommenda- 
tions of the Select Aldermanic Com- 
mittee on the proposed new fire alarm 
and police signal system. 

Submitting its report late last year, 
this committee urged “That a new fire 
alarm and police signal system be 
started early in 192S and completed 
ns fast as the finances of the city will 
permit.” Encouraged by the report 
of this committee, the recommenda- 
tions of which were strongly endorsed 
a few days later in the inaugural ad- 
dress of Mayor Edwin (). Childs, the 
Directors of the Chamber believe the 
time is now opportune to urge the 
final action deemed necessary to 
crown with success the extended cam- 
paign of the Chamber for lower fire 
insurance rates. 

The installation and completion of 
the proposed new fire alarm system 
is now the remaining major improve- 
ment necessary to comply with the re- 
quirements of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters in Newton’s effort 
to secure recognition us a “Class A” 
city. When accomplished this will 
assure a reduction in fire insurance 
rates averaging ten per cent, on all 
classes of property. According to the 
best estimates, secured from ail analy- 
sis by insurance experts and the Cham- 
ber’s insurance committee, of prevail- 
ing rates on groups of property hold- 
ings in the respective villages of the 
city, the annual saving to the people 
of the city will be in excess of $75,000. 
This will, in the next decade, amount 
to about three times the estimated cost 
of the new tire alarm system neces- 
sary to bring it about. 

The plan to provide the city with a 
new lire alarm system also includes 
a new fire alarm headquarters build- 
ing. This will house the registering 
apparatus, repeaters, and other mech- 
anism of the central station, a fire- 
proof building being one of the essen- 
tial requirements for the reclassifica- 
tion of the city. Expediency and econ- 
omy make it advisable to include a 
new police signal system in the in- 
stallation plans for the new fire alarm, 
as the installation of the two systems 
at the same time will reduce the cost 
of the now police signal system to 
practically half of the estimated cost 
if this should be installed at a later 
date. 

Various other requirements of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
involve further extensions and im- 
provements in the water supply sys- 
tem. including several additional small 
mains and a substantial number of 
new hydrants. The plans of the New- 
ton Water Department, however, pro- 
vide for the comparatively early com- 
pletion of these improvements, it be- 
ing anticipated that the completion of 
the new fire alarm system will find 
the Water Department fully caught up 
with its part of the program. 

That no minor requirements may 
he overlooked and that the long-stand- 
ing campaign for lower insurance rates 
may he developed to a successful con- 
elusion, the directors of the Chamber 
will go over the situation in detail at 
their February meeting, to be held 
next week, when Executive Secretary 
Ralph Sweetland of the New England 
Insurance Exchange will meet in con- 
ference with the Board. The Cham- 
ber directors are also planning to or- 
ganize a strong representation to ap- 
pear at the hearing before the Board 
of Aldermen, t«» urge that the Cham- 
ber’s recommendation for early action 
he adopted. 

The Chamber of Commerce cam- 
paign for lower insurance rates had its 
inception early in 1923, when, after 
investigation by a special committee, 
it was voted to get in touch with the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
and ascertain what changes were 
necessary to enable Newton to qualify 
as a Class A city. The National Board 
responded in a gratifying way and as- 
sured the Chandler tliut, should t lie 
request come from the city’s chief ex- 
ecutive, they would ho very glad to 
make a romphtc reinspection of New- 
ton and determine the city’s inadequa- 
cies with respect to the desired re- 
classification. Mayor Childs co-oper- 
ated promptly ami submitted the for- 
mal request for a reinspection. Sub- 
sequently, a group of engineers from 
he Nutionul Board spent several weeks 
in Newton, testing fire lighting equip- 
ment. hydrants and water pressure, 
and checking up on local fire hazards 
and facilities at hand with which to 
combat them. in August, 1923, the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
submitted a printed report of many 
pages with maps of the Newton Water 
System utid oilier details, and indicat- 
ing necessary Improvements in the 
water, lire department, and tire alarm 
systems that were necessary before a 
request for a reclassification could be 
considered. 

In addition to a new fire alarm sys- 
tem and a new fireproof building for 
tin* alarm headquarters the require- 
ments specied the iiistallutiou of sev- 
eral new water muius and various Im- 
provements in tho system already in 


use, and at least 500 additional hy- 
drants. Also that tho personnel of 
several lire companies be increased, 
't hat a new ladder truck bo placed in 
service, and that considerable miscel- 
laneous lire lighting equipment bo add- 
ed to that which was then available. 

While the task of bringing the city 
up to the Class A standards seemed 
a stupendous one at that time, the 
possibility of eventually bringing 
about a substantial reduction in insur- 
ance rates has been kept continuously 
in mind, and various improvements 
have been made from time to time 
until the proposed new fire alarm sys- 
tem is now tho chief requirement 
which has not been met. Mayor 
Childs, the Newton Water Department, 
the Fire Department, and others, have 
'apparently taken advantage of every 
opportunity to gradually remedy those 
conditions which four years and a half 
ago were unsatisfactory to the Nation- 
al Board. 

The biggest tnsk accomplished was 
the installation about two years ago 
of a large 20-lnch water main extend- 
ing along Commonwealth avenue, 
across the entire city from the pump- 
ing station to the reservoir on Wahan 
Hill. This involved the expenditure 
of $200,000 and, next to the proposed 
new fire alarm and police signal sys- 
tem, was the most expensive improve- 
ment named in the requirements of 
the National Board. Other water de- 
partment improvements have included 
the replacement with larger pipe of 
those supplying hydrants, the elimina- 
tion of many so-called “dead ends” 
throughout the city, the completion 
of required gridiron work, the equip- 
ment of main lines with sufficient gate 
valves to take care of any emergency, 
and the installation of many new hy- 
drants. 

There yet remain several new sec- 
tions of water main to be installed 
before Class A requirements will be 
met. These, however, are compara- 
tively small and in the aggregate will 
invoive additional expenditure of not 
more than $75,000. The growth of the 
city and the rapid extension of residen- 
tial areas lias prevented any sub- 
stantial progress in overcoming hy- 
drant deficiencies. The present situ- 
ation will eventually take care of it- 
self through the plans of the Water 
Department, which will gradually pro- 
vide the further improvements speci- 
fied irrespective of any action the city 
may lake in regard to a new fire 
alarm system. The expense involved 
is of no immediate concern to the av- 
erage tax payer because of the cus- 
tom through which Water Department 
improvements are invariably financed 
from Water Department revenue. 

With tills committee seemingly cog- 
nizant of the opportunity that now 
seems at hand, and all available facts 
seeming to justify a request for early 
action, the Directors of the Chamber 
believe there is no good reason for 
further postponement of the final ac- 
tion necessary to assure in due time 
the rate reduction desired by the en- 
tire city. They have, therefore, re- 
quested that a public hearing he held 
on this matter as early as possible, 
and will appreciate the co-operation 
of all interested citizens in helping 
the Board of Aldermen determine the 
action that should be taken by that 
body at this time. 


REV. WILLIAM L. TWOMBLY 


Rev. William L. Twombly of 15 
Omar terrace, Newtonville, a resident 
of this city for 37 years died on Tues- 
day in his 78th year. He was born 
in Cabot, Vermont, in 1850, the son 
of Rev. John H. Twombly, one of tho 
leaders of the New England Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Church in the 
last century and the president of the 
Wisconsin State College in its early 
days. William L. Twombly graduated 
from Harvard in 1S77 and after study- 
ing at the Boston University School of 
Theology was ordained a Methodist 
minister. Because of frail health he did 
not assume regular pastorates. His 
sister, with whom lie resided at New- 
tonville, died a few years ago. He 
spent his summers at the Methodist 
Camp Ground at Oak Bluffs, where he 
owned a cottage and last summer was 
the 64th consecutive season he was at 
Martha’s Vineyard. 

His funeral service was held yes- 
terday afternoon, Rev. Mr. Jones of 
Somerville, formerly of Newton Lower 
Falls, officiating. Mrs. Jones sang 
favorite hymns of the deceased. Bur- 
ial was in the family lot at Mount Au- 
burn.

WABAN FORUM 

Luther R. Fowlo of Constantinople 
spoke on "Religion and World Friend- 
ship" nt the fourth and last meeting 
of the "Church Institute” conducted 
by the Union Church in Waban. Mr. 
Fowlo is treasurer of the American 
Board of Missions in Turkey, Greece 
and Bulgaria. 

“Historically speaking, religion and 
world friendship have had little to do 
with each other,” said Mr. Foote. “In 
practice, if not iti theory, intolerance 
and hatred have marked the long cen- 
turies of religious history in the He- 
brew, Christian, and Moliammeden 
faiths. Tribal strifes, crusades, In- 
quisitions, holy wars, have marked the 
long hard row of progress.” 

"Tlie possibilities of sympathetic 
and friendly approach to people of 
other faiths are only now being feebly 
glimpsed. This development is being 
paralleled in American religious life 
by less of denominationalism, more of 
union, co-operation and mutual endea- 
vor for common ends. 

The current of tlie religious stream 
Is thus becoming broader; the danger 
is lest is also become shallow and stag- 
nant. Tlie ideal stream of tlie spirit 
must be both broad and deep, both 
tolerant and vital, to carry on its stir 
face the questing craft of the human 
spirit in its search for tlie Eternal 
Values.” 

Before Mr. Fowle was introduced by 
tlte Rev. Joseph C. MacDonald, who 
presided a solo, “Now tlie Day is 
Over.” was sung by Mrs. Paul Mosser. 
Mr. MacDonald commended the work 
of E. Payson Upham, tlie chairman of 
tlie Church Institute Committee, on 
Ills fine work in enlisting such fine 
speakers for the Institute. 

Before tlie main assembly period, at 
which Mr. Fowle spoke, the young 
people of the parish joined tlie Wu- 
han Forum in its meeting under Dr. 
John K. Brown, a noted missionary, 
who took the place of Miss Senlmry, 
speaking on “Personal Relations.” Dr. 
Brown told several of his experiences 
encountered while interesting heathen 
people in the Bible, especially the 
Gospels. Especially interesting was 
the story of liow lie got one heathen, 
“Mulh-hi tlie Thief," to not only read, 
hut to buy a Testament. Malachi 
changed from a thief to a follower of 
Christ and established several church- 
es in Armenia.

CONDITIONS IN RUSSIA 

Last Sunday evening, February 19, 
the Opportunity Club *>r the Second 
Church, West Newton, had the good 
fortune to listen to Mr. Timothy I’esh 
kofT, a native tit Russiu. Mr. Posh- 
kolT, who was at one time a Russian 
Greek Orthodox Priest, told of the 
condition*) in HuhhIh, previous to the 
Revolution and at the present time. 
He Haiti that today, there are at leant 
one million homelemi children In Rus- 
sia. that are running wild, stealing, 
killing and carrying on all kiudH of 
nefarious work. The police have no 
control over them. They make noth- 
ing of gathering a hand together and 
breaking into a house and demanding 
food and .shelter and remaining there 
for days. All of these children are be- 
tween the ages of 13 and 20. lie stated 
that this terrible situation has been 
brought about hy the forbiddance of 
religion to he taught In the schools. 
He declared that when a person drops 
religion, he loses everything he has. 
Mr. Peshkoff said "We cannot live 
without religion. Religion should be- 
gin at home, and that is why there Is 
such a terrible uprising in Russia to- 
day. It is one of the world’s greatest 
Revolutions.” He stated that he be- 
lieved that Russia would soon begin to 
grow better as they had seen their mis- 
take and are beginning to realize it. Mr. 
Peshkoff, who has had many and varied 
experiences, related a few of his 1m 
pressions when he Hrst came to Amer- 
ica as a hoy. He has the gift of n 
very pleasing and interesting person- 
ality. He paints his verbal pictures 
with such clarity and vividness, that 
he holds his audience spell-bound. Mr. 
Peshkoff’s discourse was instructive, 
interesting and keenly enjoyed by ev- 
eryone present as his talk was full of 
wit and humor.

“Singing” Mud Rivers 

Alter Andes Skyline 

One of the most interesting features 
of the Andes, the great backbone ol 
cordilleras covering the northern part 
of South America, says Nature Maira 
zine. is its ‘singing’’ rivers of mud. 

During certain seasons of the year 
rain falls in torrents, converting the 
foothills of rhe mountains Into actual 
streams of flowing gumbo, and so rap 
idly Is this erosion occurring, the ! 
whole outline of a chain of mountains 
may become unrecognizable In the ! 
course of a year. 

Tiie higher cordilleras with nlti | 
tudes of lirJNK) ro 12 .u»hi feet ure he 
ing washed down at the rate of five j 
feet or more a year, nnd it Is believed 
that in a few centuries the Andes will i 
he leveled and formed into vast j 
plateaus like the hinterland of Pata 
gonia. 

The mountains are composed, fot 
the most part, of glacial moraine, a 
mixture of powdered rock and cloy 
The winter rains carry this alluvial } 
material down the volleys In a semi 
liquid state nnd form vast plains It 
gurgles with a musical sound like 
poured molasses.

Newton Churchmen 

Hear B. L. Young 

Former Speaker Of House Talks on 
Matters of Public Interest 


SCHOOL NOTES 


rite Men’s clubs of the five Protes- 
tant churches in Newton Corner met 
Monday night in Channing church 
parlors and after a substantial din- 
ner served under the direction of Mr. 
Harry C. Wiggins, heard an interest- 
ing talk by Former Speaker B. Loring 
Young. 

Before introducing Mr. Young, 
President Arthur W. Blakemore com- 
pared tlie churches of 10 years ago 
and of the present time, and after 
stating that while lie believed the 
clergy were just as good if not even 
better than in the olden time it was 
perfectly true that the attendance at 
churches were rapidly waning. Golf 
and the radio were particularly res- 
ponsible and lie called upon the men 
of tlie community to cultivate church 
attendance. 

Mr. Young first gave some interest 
ing reminiscences of former Republi- 
can national conventions in 1916, 
11)20 and 1924 and what an experience 
lie had had while telling the western 
farmers some! of the facts about Presi- 
dent Coolidge during the last cam- 
paign. 

He t lien referred to the Boston Ele- 
vated problem and ills share in the 
legislation of IBIS. He believed most 
of tlie troubles of the Elevated came 
from the 5 cent fare provision in the 
legislation of 1898 and which chang- 
ing economic conditions had proved 
unsatisfactory. He objected to public 
ownership largely on account of the 
15,U00 employees of the Elevated who 
might lie a factor in determining 
elections. On the proposal to return j 
the road to its former stockholders.* 
Mr. Young pointed out that with a 
financial condition which barely paid 
its way at present under public con- 
trol it would be evident that under 
private management; the additional | 
capital needed to finance much needed 
extension could not lie obtained. Mr. 
Young favored the general features 
of the Harriman plan of continuance 
of public control and also believed in 
an extension of the plan for 20 or 25 
years in order to insure linancial as- 
sistance for all the needed improve- 
ments. 

Mr. Young closed with a brief de- 
scription of the pending light between 
two forms of rate making basis for 
public utilities such as gas and elec- 
tric plants. The Massachusetts plan 
took the honestly invested capital as 
the base for proper rates after allow- 
ing reasonable dividends. The Fed- 
eral plan, which had been more or 
less enforced in the Federal courts, 
took tlie fair replacement value of the 
plant at the time the rates were made, 
regardless of lie amount of capital an- 
nually invested. Mr. Young pointed 
out tlie injustice of allowing the un- 
earned increase of values of land and 
building to enter into a rate making 
basis. He also thought tlie plan of 
tlie Commission on Public Utilties to 
refuse any extension of stock or bond 
issues, and to allow competition 
against any company which refused 
to accept the Massachusetts plan, was 
altogether too drastic and suggested 
that tin* representatives of Doth sides 
go into conference to settle the matter 
in fairness to all.
